There has been a ‘•boom ing” quality 
perceptible in the atmosphere of the capital 
city lor some time past, and this has quite 
recently developed into 
more 
tangible 
form, until it has ceased to be regarded as 
speculative, and “ the wish father to the 
thought,” aud lias become assuring and 
definite reality. We have shown during 
the present week, by the published state­ 
ments of many ot our leading citizens, that 
real estate has advanced within the last 
few months, in the city and adjacent, to 
largely increased figures, and in some in­ 
stances pieces of property have been sold at 
an advance of from forty to one hundred 
per cent. This has not been given in vague 
and generalizing terms, but the names of 
vendors and purchasers given, with former 
and present prices. These are evidences of 
substantial improvement in financial out­ 
look and values, that are accepted in the 
most conservative commercial circles, and 
upon which shrewd investors, as well as 
speculators, base conclusions for invest­ 
ment and active operations. 


A GRAND SCHEMK IN TH E INTEREST OK SAC­ 


RAM ENTO. 
The most important movement 
that 
could possibly be devised to foster and ad­ 
vance the present upward tendency of val­ 
ues, and the prosperity of Sacramento and 
its suburban section has been planned, and 
is to be put into operation next week by the 
management of the 
Sacramento 
and 
Placerville Railroad Company. Had Sac­ 
ramento sought to ask of the railroad au­ 
thorities the greatest favor that could be 
conferred at this time, there could have 
been none other so opportune, and which 
would give promise of such extended and 
beneficial results for the prosperity of the 
city and its growth, as that for which ar­ 
rangements have been 
completed, and 
which is to be inaugurated almost simul­ 
taneously with this announcement. 
The movement referred to consists of 
establishing four new way stations within 
the city limits, in the southeastern and 
eastern sections, to provide opportunity for 
building up that portion of the city and be­ 
yond with suburban homes, and to

This will prove 
the most direct and powerful aid to the 
boom spirit and to the general prosperity 
which is now manifest. Thepianof build­ 
ing a cableroad to Brighton, and the effect 
it would have in bringing about the sub­ 
division of large tracts of land into small 
holdings, to be occupied and bnilt np by 
numerous families, will, in effect, to a great 
extent be thus adopted and put at once into 
{(radical operation. 


NEW STATIONS W ITH IN TH E CITY. 
Vnder the new arrangement there will 
he stations along the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad on II street, in this 
city—at Ninth street, Eighteeenth street 
and Twenty-sixth street. 
The latter is 
only about six blocks distant from Home­ 
stead Station, which stands about where 
Thirty-second street would be, and thus that 
entire section of the city will be within easy 
reach of passing trains, and with low rate of 
fare, anti the trip quickly made. 
That 
portion of the city which is now hut little 
occupied, because of its remoteness, for 
purposes of residences will be bronght 
practically into close proximity to the rail­ 
road depot and shops and the lower busi­ 
ness portion of Sacramento. 


T H E RUNNING OF TR AINS. 
To make available this opportunity to 
purchase and occupy suburban homes by 
the greatest number, a special train will be 
run morning 
and evening—before the 
opening and after the closing of the rail­ 
road and other shops. 
The train will 
leave Folsom in the morning in time to stop 
at all stations—including the three in this 
city—and arrive at the Sacramento depot 
at 6:50 a . m .— ten minutes before the rail­ 
road whistle blows for commencement of 
work in the morning. In the afternoon 
the special train will leave the Sacramento 
depot at 5:10, or ten minutes after the 
whistle blows for closing at the shops. 
This will enable all who are employed at 
the shops, as well as others whose hours of 
employment are similar, to locate in that 
portion of the city, or beyond, where 
a 
good-sized 
lot 
or small piece of 
land 
can 
be 
purchased 
at 
very 
reasonable 
rates, 
and where beautiful 
homes may be built up, with opportunity 
to raise fruit and vegetables, and keep a 
cow, if desired. 
In this manner, many 
who are now living in small tenement 
houses in unpleasant localities, and with 
not a foot of ground to till, nor having any 
frait except as purchased from the stores, 
nor the opportunity to keep a cow or horse, 
can, without being to any greater expense, 
occupy pleasant homes and surroundings, 
and by making monthly payments of pur­ 
chase money, instead of paying monthly 
for rent, soon become the owners of their 
homes, with largely increased comforts and 
pleasures. 
SUBURBAN HOMES. 
Not only will this arrangement of new 
stations and special trains soon fill the 
southeastern portion of the city with new 
and attractive homes, which will be largely 
owned by those who occupy them, but it 
requires no prophetic eye to sec that as any 
one takes the train at any point this side of 
Folsom can arrive here in the morning in 
time for any kind of employment or bus­ 
iness, and return after close of working 
hours at night: thus the entire route w ill 
become available for suburban homes. 
Thus, a large farm will be worth more 
for subdivision and occupancy in small 
holding than for farming, and the nearer 
portion of the American river district, so 
well fitted for that purpose, will, beyond 
doubt, at no distant day be populated by 
jieople whose employment or business is 
in Sacramento. This is but the natural 
result seen in other places where rite same 
opportunities and facilities are presented, 
and Sacraniento and vicinity wilt prove no 
exception to the rule. 


LOW RATE OF FARE. 
The fare between the railroad depot in 
lbís city and Homestead Station, just out­ 
side the city limits, or to any of the way 
stahous between these two, going or c o d ­ 
ing. will he ten cents fora single fare, or if 
C 
ure-based at commutation rates will be 
ut six cents. Neat and convenient little 
books ot thirty commutation tickets have 
been prepared and are now ready for use, 
which can be obtained for $1 SO. These 
tickets will be good for the purchaser or 
for members of his or Ler family, but will 
r.ot be transferable. 
This remarkably low rate of 6:x cents 
will enable a person who desires to reside 
at Homestead Station, or this side, to go 
brck and forth each day for the small sum 
of 72 cents per week, or less than $3 per 
month. The time lhat will be consumed 
in travel will be less than is ordinarily oc­ 
cupied in walking to ntid from places of 
residence in the centra! portion of the city, 
as the trains will make good time—and 
hence these suburban points will become 
jp reality cheaper places for resilience, and 


more convenient to business, than a large 
portion of those now occupied. 


TH E TRAINS W ILL COMMENCE RUNNING 
As early next week as the platforms can he 
constructed at the way stations in the city. 
The one at Ninth street that will be used is 
already built. Those at Eighteenth and 
Twenty-sixth streets are being constructed. 
Notice will be given in the papers as to the 
time the special trains will commence 
running. * 
The special trains which leavehere at 5:10 
p . m . and arrive here from Folsom at 0:50 a . 
m. are the only ones that will stop at the 
new stations within the city. The others 
will all stop at Homestead and all the 
other stations beyond. 
Under the new 
time-schedule, the next train to leave Sac­ 
ramento for Folsom will be at 8 A. M., and 
arrive here at 1:50 p. m. The new time­ 
card will be published early next week. 
The early train, which will arrive here 
at 0:50 A. M., will be provided byM'ells, 
Fargo A Co. with an express agent. This 
will enable the shipment of fruit and ber­ 
ries to early market here, or to San Fran­ 
cisco by the overland train, thus affording 
a new and important opportunity for mar­ 
keting the fruits of the American river 
district. 
One of the chief advantages that will ac­ 
crue trom the adoptiou of the new plan, 
and establishing the stations within the 
city will be the facilities thus afforded to 
people now residing to the east of the 
city,

Among her many advantages Sacramento 
can boast of pre-eminence in her educa­ 
tional institutions. Besides her numerous 
private schools and academies, her public 
school system is the best in the State. Her 
elegant school buildings, the pride of her 
citizens, are valued at $300,000. Their loca­ 
tion in broad squares, surrounded by beau­ 
tiful grounds, embowered with trees of 
luxuriant foliage,flowering plants and creep­ 
ing vines, is a credit to our municipal 
government and the admiration of all visit­ 
ors to the Capitol. 
The public schools oi Sacramento have 
ever been a strong inducement for the set­ 
tling here of parents who desire to give 
their children a thorough education. The 
schools are in a flourishing condition and 
enjoy a reputation for excellence equal to 
those of any other community on the 
coast. They arc under the control of an 
efficient Board of Education and a City 
Superintendent selected by the citizens of 
the several wards. M. R. Beard, the Su­ 
perintendent, is i. thoroughly competent 
gentlemen for that honorable and impor­ 
tant position, and during his incumbency 
the schools have flourished. He has in 
augurated many reforms, and put them in 
practical operation.

PRIZE ESSAYS. 
On the anniversary of the birth of Wash­ 
ington, Superintendent Hoitt was invited 
by the Principals of the Sacramento and 
Capital Grammar Schools to address the 
children. He did so, and at the close of 
his remarks advised them aii to read some 
well-written life of Washington, as well as 
the h'ref of Adam*, Jsfferyon and cfbfrs 


who lived in Washington’s time. He then 
offered as a prize to each school a copy of 
the “ Life of George Washington” to the 
pupil who would write the best sketch of 
Washington's life on two pages of foolscap 
paper before the 1st day of May, and hand 
them to their respective Principals, who 
should select the best six and send them to 
the Superintendent, to award the prize to 
the number which he considered the best 
in each school. Yesterday afternoon Su­ 
perintendent Hoitt, In company with Prof. 
J. K. Davis, of Montana, visited the two 
schools and found that nearly every pupil 
in the Sacramento Grammar School and a 
large majority of those in the Capital 
School had written essays. The follow­ 
ing were the numbers (to which we at­ 
tach the names of the writers) which 
were handed in by Professor Babcock, 
Principal of the Sacramento Grammar 
School : No. 548, Mvra D. Shields : No. 530, 
Fam e M. Zimmerman ; No. 546, Nettie E.

Superintendent Hoitt pronounced them all 
good, hut awarded the prize, a handsome 
cloth-bound copy of Irving’s “ Life of 


ton resigned the great military power in­ 
trusted to him, and retired to private life.

He served two successful terms as Presi­ 
dent of the United States, chose able men 
to assist him, and used good judgment in 
all his undertakings. He was called upon 
to serve a third term but declined and once 
more retired from public life to live in 
peace and contentment. 
His earthly career was ended in 1799. A 
n aion ’s tears are shed, over the grave, at 


the thirty-eighth year of its usefulness, and 
the thirty-ninth term opens again on Tues­ 
day, July 26th. Commencement week of 
this very busy season opened with oral ex­ 
aminations oil Thursday, May 12th, which 
continued the following day.

The 
gay colois of the ladies’ dresses and the 
bright uniforms of the aiiuy officers and of 
the college cadets made the moving, brill- 
i .nt s. ::e beautiful to behold. 
Thcr-dav, 19 h, was the thirty-eighth 
commencement day of the college, every­ 
thing conspiring to render it most attrac- 


voutbful orators, and were well committed 
to memory and handsomely delivered. The 
valedictory address of Cadet Captain Galla­ 
tin was spoken with much emotion. Turn­ 
ing to Bishop Wingfield, the President of 
the college, the speaker, in behaii of the 
graduates, thanked him- earnestly for his 
arduous labors during their stay, and after 
promising always to remember his teach­ 
ings in after years, bid him a touching t’ure- 
weil. The Bishop delivered the diplomas 
to the graduates, aim dismissed them with 
good advice and his fatherly blessing. The 
exercises having ended, a bountiful and 
refreshing collation was served in the din­ 
ing-hall to a large number of guests. M.

Tliey Obtain M o n e y fro m the Police o n a 
C o n sp ir a c y Y arn.

A morning contemporary yesterday pub­ 
lished a lengthy and sensational account 
of an alleged conspiracy, purporting to be 
an organization of thugs, banded together 
tor the systematic murder of people in or­ 
der to collect insurance money upon their 
lives. An instance was described, with 
careful attention to details, wherein one 
W. B. Drew, a distributor of circulars for 
Dr. Josselyn. a well-known Kearnv-street 
practitioner, had been foully dealt with, 
and that Josselyn had hired two men, 
named John A. Bartmann andM. II.Trot­ 
ter, to get Drew out of the way. 
It was 
further alleged that Drew had an insurance 
of some $9,000 on his life, and that Josselyn 
and his co-conspirators intended to collect 
this money trom the Knights of Honor, 
Knights of Pythias and United Friends of 
the Pacific. On the statement of ex-Sena­ 
tor George H. Perry, the morning paper 
also charged tbe gang with the murder of 
a courtesan, and that her lover had been 
paid $150 for killing her, while one Ike 
Silvey, a member of the conspirators’ ring, 
had received $1.000. 
The publication naturally excited a great 
deal of comment, and it was confidently 
believed that Dr. Josselyn and the other 
members of the gang would be landed in 
jail immediately ; but this expectation was 
not realized and no arrests are likely to be 
made. The detectives have had this w 'ole 
matter in hand for something over four 
weeks, and they have not been able to ob­ 
tain a scrap of evidence to substantiate the 
existence of any such a gaug as alleged, or 
that any such crime was contemplated, ex­ 
cept such evidence as was furnished by 
Bartmann and Trotter themselves. The 
police regard these two individuals as pro­ 
fessional straw bondsmen, who, in conse­ 
quence of judicial vigilance ruining their 
industry- in giving straw bail, have con­ 
cocted a pretended plot, in the hope that 
during a slow process of decisions they 
might gather in a neat little sum from va­ 
rious interested parlies. Their game was 
partially successful, for Chief Crowley has 
been paying board for four weeks for the 
man Drew, whom Bartmann and Trotter 
alleged they had been hired to kill. The 
Chief did this with the expectation that 
Dr. Josselyn would make application for 
the insurance money. The $10 per week 
board 
was 
regularly pocketed by the 
schemers. 
It transpired yesterday that the well- 
known statesman, ex-Senator George H. 
Perry, had been assisting in the laudable 
work to unearth a crime by paying out a 
similar amount per week for board. Vis­ 
ions of a big fee from the insurance com­ 
panies by contesting the claims was what 
inspired the investments by the ex-Senator. 
The whole story as published appears to 
have been greatly exaggerated.

and Trotter originated the allair, using a 
few facts as a basis and misconstruing and 
I falsifying the actions of those they named 
as the conspirators.

Not only is Jalisco one of the richest of 
the Mexican States, both in mines aud ag­ 
ricultural resources, und most interesting 
in history aud scenic beauty, hut it is one 
of the most important in point of size, 
having a population of nearly a million 
and an area of 101,450 square kilometers. 
Its center is traversed from north to south 
by the main range of the Sierra Madre, and 
on both sides of this great cordillera are 
ravines and fertile valleys, watered by no­ 
ble rivers. 
Near its southern borders tow­ 
ers the now active volcano of Colima (3,668 
meters high), and the Bufa de Búlanos, 
which attains a bight of 2,000 meters. 
Hidden away in these mountains, but 
not so securely as to be beyond reach of 
man, are gold and silver enough (oenricha 
dozen empires; and though in this land of 
hianana and lack of enterprise the majority 
ot the mines are still undeveloped, three 
lodes that have made Mexico famous are 
being worked In Jalisco—those of Bulanos, 
Cuale ar.d Bramador—whose annua! pro­ 
duct averages $1,677.532, furnishing em­ 
ployment for more than 6,000 men. 
In coming here, one must not think he 
is leaving civilization and refinement be­ 
hind him, for though so far from what we 
are accustomed to consider the world’s heart, 
Jaliscoans are not without a high degree 
of cultivation. 


H ID D E N AW AY IN TH E MOUNTAINS, 
Remote from railroads and practically cut 
off from the rest of mankind by reason of 
the difficult journey between—indeed, al­ 
most unknown to the great world beyond 
these environing Lights—are cities which 
have flourished for centuries, where people 
of wealth and education enjoy life after 
their once quaint fashion. To those at a ’ 
distance, who hear of these out-of-the-way 
places only through the reports of some 
wandering scribe, they seem unreal as a 
mirage of Sahara, and it is difficult to re­ 
alize that life goes on here much as at 
hom e; or, at least, that human nature is 
about the same, and people love, hate, 
ntarry and die as elsewhere. 
The truth is, we Anglo-Saxons are too 
much given to conceit concerning our 
boasted “ institutions,” and the so-called 
superior civilization of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury. of which the United States and Eng­ 
land claim to be the highest exponents, 
while it is quite the fashion to scornfully 
reproach or contemptuously condole wilh 
these Spanish-American communities for 
being the reverse. Nor does the spirit of 
the age content itself with this. 
Acting on 
the presumption that every nation which 
does not come up to the Anglo-Saxon 
standard of political and social perfection is 
gone to perdition unless something vigor­ 
ous is done for its salvation, the world occa­ 
sionally hears of cities being bombarded 
into commercial 
relations, and people 
being robbed for the good of their souls! 
Were it less arrogant, the spirit of the 
age might be better instructed—and better 
instructed, better behaved. Fully compre­ 
hending these Spanish-American commu­ 
nities, it might become impressed with the 
fact that in most of them a civilization pre­ 
vails which, in domestic goodness ami re­ 
ligions sentiment, in intelligence and hon­ 
est industry, will compare favorably with 
that in colder latitudes which is so superla­ 
tively lauded. 
Without admitting the 
feasibility of their being 


VARIO US FORMS OF CIVILIZATION— 
Each determined by the character of the 
people who exhibit it, of whose special in­ 
terests. genius, resources and the climate in 
which they live it is the natural develop­ 
ment—the spirit aforesaid might be flat­ 
tered in observing throughout these dis­ 
paraged communities, not a few of the cus­ 
toms, mechanical appliances, household 
comforts and political .ideas of which it 
claims the exclusive paternity. 
For example, all the important towns of 
this forgotten corner of the earth are fur­ 
nished with electric lights, tramways, tele­ 
graphs, telephones, etc.; and in many 
lesser particulars are the tastes, judgment 
and ingenuity of the outer world acknowl­ 
edged. 
The 
Governor’s carriage, and 
several others in Guadalajara anil Zajiotlan, 
first tried their springs on Broadway; the 
United States furnished the rifles, England 
the cannon 
and 
France the uniforms 
for the soldiers of this nation; Spain 
contributed the engineering ability which 
has given Jalisco some of Ihe 
finest 
roads in the world, and Germany the 
manufacturers of saddles, paper, cloth and 
glas-. while to an adventurous Londoner 
was suggested the advantage of establish­ 
ing near the State Capital, within easy 
reach of th • legislators, a lager beer reservoir 
of considerable capacity—whose worms and 
caldrons, by the way, "were made in New 
York. Franco has also introduced her 
dainty boots here, her smelling-bottles, 
opera-giasses, ;un-sliades, her bon-tons, 
pasteUes and thin wines. London, Paris 
and Madrid furnish “ gaud and gear” for 
Jaliscoan dudes and dudeases; nor is the 
distant Orient forgotten in this informal 
exposition of the artistic skill of more 
pretentious nations—China with her tea. 
Japan with her lacquer work, Persia with 
her rugs, etc. 
Jalisco's taxable property is officially 
estimated at thirty-seven millions of dol­ 
lars. The State funds support 


o v e r 700 r n ix iA U Y s c h o o l s , 
Besides a “ lycenm" for boys and an­ 
other for girls, an institute of science, a 
teníale seminary and a Catholic college; 
also, the big university at Lagos, the sem­ 
inary of Zapotlan and the Academy of 
Fine Arts in Guadalajara. 
Besides Ihe railsoad which is to run 
from the State Capital to San Bias, the 
Mexican Central has already projected and 
In operation lines from Leon to Lagos, 
from Guadalajara southeast to Lake Cha- 
pata, from San Bias to Mazatlan. from 
Guadalajara to San Luis Potosi, and trom 
Guad lajara to Celaya. The Mexican Na­ 
tional also has a line projected along the 
northern shore of Chapala, via Colima to 
Manzanillo ; and the Pacific coast road has 
projected lines running from San Bias 
north to Mazatlan and south to Manzanillo. 
The diligencias, which ply between Guada­ 
lajara and the Pacific coast, pa»s through a 
most interesting country, taking in the vil­ 
lages of Amati'lin. Teyuila, Texllan, Za­ 
potlan and Teptc. 
Jalisco’s 
second 
city 
in importance 
(Guadalajara, the Capital, being first) is 
Lagos, which has a population of 20,000. 
It is only fifty-eight miles by rail front 
Aguas Calientes, and lies ott the far-famed 
nir.ta central, at an elevation of 6,000 feet. 
Being a well-built and commercially-pros- 
perous city, a “ boont” has lately struck it 
which the coming railroad promises to 
increase. 
Diligencias leaving Lagos charge passen­ 
gers as follows: 
For Guadalajara, two 
days’ distant, fare $14 ; for Zacateras, aleo 
two days, fare $10; Fan Luts Potosi, two 
days, $10. There is, besides, a special dili­ 
gencia to San Luis, which makes the jour­ 
ney in sixteen hours, and charges $12 50. 
The Mexican Central Railroad will run the 
new branch, now under construction, to 
San Bias via Guadalajara (a distance of 300 
miles), almost parallel to the old stage 
route, a :d when completed will prove an 
important feeder. 
The other seaports along Jalisco's coast 
—Navidad, Chatnetla. Tomatlan, arid two 
or three more—ate all of minor import­ 
ance, frequented only by a few fishing ves­ 
sels. Much wheat, corn, rice, cotton, sugar 
cane, coffee, tobacco, anise and sarsapa­ 
rilla are grown in this State, and

Are consumed and exported. This cele­ 
brated liquor is said to contain more in­ 
toxication to the cubic inch than any other 
known liquid. It is manufactured from 
the iuaguey or “century” plant, after the 
same process practiced by the ancient Az­ 
tecs—by digging a hole in the ground and 
roasting therein the bulbs of the giant cac­ 
tus. This gives a sweetish fluid, which, 
when distilled, makes the favorite bever­ 
age. 
Though 
colorless as water, and 
almost as tasteless, it is warranted to make 
a man more hopelessly drunk, and keep 


him so longer, on a smaller quntity of it, 
than from any “ moon-shine,” “ tangle­ 
foot,” “ spider-juice,” or other drink known 
on the northern side of the Rio Grande. 
There are no less than a dozen large cot­ 
ton factories in Jaiiscj, most prominent 
among which is that of Messrs. Barron, 
Forbes iV Co., which every month turns 
out 20,000 kilograntes of thread and 5,000 
pieces of cloth. Then there is the factory 
of Senior Fernandez del Valle Hermo, 
which makes 47,000 kilogrames of thread 
per month and 3,000 pieces of cloth; and 
that named *' El Salto,” wb.cL produces 
about the same amount. 
There are also several woolen mills, three 
tobacco factories, two paper mills, glass 
factory, etc. etc. 
Within Jalasco’s limits 
are 10 cíúes, 24 towns, 283 pnebloes, 385 
haciendas ,7r large landed estates, and 
about 3,000 cultivated ranches. 
While in 
many portions o.‘ Mexico government 
lands may be bought St the rate of three 
cents per acre, in this ssction it brings 
not less than forty cents—a Circumstance 
which goes to show that for some reason it 
is exceptionally desirable. Jalisco's future 
prosperity doubtless lies in the fact that ii 
is included within 


M e x i c o ’s g r e a t s u g a r c a n e b e l t : 
For though the richest mines may be ex­ 
hausted in course of centuries, Nature re­ 
news her fertility of soil from vear to year. 
Extending along the beach from San Bias! 
even farther north than Mazatlan, is a belt 
of sandy soil, ranging inland from tive to 
ten miles. Between that belt and the foot­ 
hills, nearly every acre, in a district fifteen 
miles wide, might be utilized, without irri­ 
gation, for the immediate cultivation of 
sugar-cane. And even the sandy strip, like 
the desert lands of California, has its 
splendid possibilities, and under intelligent 
cultivation might tuin out enormously 
profitable. 
The Rio Grande de Santiago empties 
into the sea about ten miles north or San 
Bias, and the bottom lands ot its valley 
are extremely fertile, even awav up into 
the mountain passes. 
The ’ town 
of 
Santiago (35 miles from San Lias), is about 
mid-way to the end of the river’s light 
draft navigation, though the same water­ 
course runs through to the Slate of Mexico. 
The bottom-lands of this noble stream, 
added to the fifteen-mile belt above alluded 
to, are now producing two crops of corn a 
year, rice, cotton, tobacco anu sugar-cane 
—to say nothing of the great variety of 
wild tropical fruits. 
It is not an over-estimate to say that 
within this area are 2,000 square miles of 
land, capable, within three year-, of land­ 
ing in New York or San Francisco the 
largest single-locality sugar crop in the 
world. But to accomplish such a result 
would require the organizition of syndi­ 
cates and the aggregation of large forces of 
capital and labor. As before mentioned, 
the expense of irrigation need not be in­ 
curred, and the onlstde figure o! cost of the 
best grade, delivered in San Francisco, 
would nut exceed three and one half cents 
per pound, American gold. Sugar grown 
here has been proved to contain consider­ 
ably larger percentage of saccharine mat:er 
thun that from the Sandwich Islands. 
Richard Lambert, a former Consul of the 
United States at San Bias, says: "I h ive 
no hesitation in asseiting that at no dis­ 
tant day there will be safer investments and 
larger fortunes made by American sugar 
growers in this State tha’n by the bonanza 
mines of Nevada; and those'who have the 
nerve to begin first will realize first.” 
Bui 
it should be distinctly understood that in 
Mexico there is positively 


NO FIEL D FOR A POOR M AN, 
And every enterprise seeking this country 
for investment must come supported with 
ample capital. The sugar crop of to-day is 
grown in small patches along the Santiago 
river, at several points np aud down the 
coast, and in the vicinity of Tepic—two 
weli-appointed factories being in operation 
in the latter town. There is now only 
about enough manufactured to supply local 
demand and furnishing the neighboring 
States of Sinaloa and Sonora, the output of 
the two factories being 3U60,0U0 pounds 
each. The principal prod ct is white loaf 
sugar, averaging about 15 cents per Mexi­ 
can pound, which is about 3 per cent more 
than our pound. Another giade, gtanula- 
ted aud slightly darker, sell at 10 cents per 
pouud; the next quality, the common 
“ panoche,” is wortn 4 cents per pound. 
The varieties do not rank at all with atizar 
produced in the southern portion oi rite 
United States, and neither syrup nor mo­ 
lasses is made or ustd in Jalisco. 
Plenty of native labor in the planting, 
harvesting and manufacturing of a sugar 
crop cau be relifil on here, at wages rang­ 
ing trom 25 cents per diem to 76 cents tur 
skilled hands, hut though Mexican labor­ 
ers are patient, obedient and generally will­ 
ing to work when promptly paid, if an 
American were going into the business he 
would do well to employ his own country­ 
m en—those possessed of some knowledge 
of the Spanish language—as the heads of 
all the different brunches of machinery. 
There is an i nprtssion in the North that 
no tax on realty exists in Mexico. There 
is a tax in every btate, which, however, 
only amounts to a small sunt under large 
holdings, aud in sonic places it is excess­ 
ively rated. Two-fifths per tent, is the le­ 
gal tax, but as a rule it brines littlerevonue, 
the Government, general and municipal, 
being compelled to rely upon their excise 
and varied customs duties for revenue from 
the lariff only. 
There are few really desirable localities 
where land retains lit le in the Government, 
for most of it is held in vast tracts by peo­ 
ple to whose ancestors it was granted" by 
the Spanish crown or one of the former 
Governments of Mexico. 
Landis bought 
and sold in immense grams, from lit'ty to 
one hundred miles squar., fora lump sum, 
aud never by the acre,

CITY’S BONDHOLDERS. 


THEY FAIL TO GET THE SURPLUS 
OF SPECIAL FUNDS. 


J u d g e A rm strong D ecid es th at th e 
S ch ool an d O ther S p ecial F u n d s 
C annot B e T ouched by Them . 


In the Superior Court of the County of 
Sacramento, State of California Daniel 
Meyer, plaintiff, vs. James X. Porter, de­ 
fendant. 
The plaintiff owns “ interest coupons,” 
owing by the city of Sacramento and past 
due, amounting to $00,000, which are pay­ 
able out of the interest and sinking fund of 
the city, and in this proceeding he seeks 
a peremptory tvrit of mandate to compel 
the defendant, as the Treasurer of the city, 
to transfer into the interest and sinking 
fund sums of money alleged to have re­ 
mained at the close of the fiscal year end­ 
ing 011 the day preceding the first Monday 
in April, 1885, in the general fund, the 
Water-work» fund, the File Department 
fund, the school fund, and the special 
street fund of the city of Sacramento. 
At 
the argument the counsel for the plaintiff 
abandoned all claim to any surplus in the 
special street fund, and, therefore, it is un­ 
necessary to consider it. 


SCHOOL FUNDS. 
There never was any fund lielong- 
ing to the city, or city and county 
of Sacramento, known 
as the 
school 
fund, but there was, and is, a fund called 
the “ city school fund.” 
There was in 
that fund at the close of the fiscal year 
ending on the day preceding the first Mon­ 
day in April, 1885, the sum of $211,496 85. 
We will first consider the claim of the 
plaintiff to this surplus. 
He founds his 
claim to it upon Sections 35,36. and 65 of 
the Act of the Legislature incorporating 
the city and county of Sacramento, ap­ 
proved April 24, 1858, (Statutes 1858, p. 
267). Under this Act the bonds were 
issued to which the “ interest coupons ” 
owned by the plaintiff were attached. It 
is contended for the plaintiff that those 
sections of the Act entered into and 
formed a part of those contracts. 
It is a 
familiar principle that the law existing at 
the time a contract is made enters into 
and forms a part of it, and the full scope 
and extent of the obligation of such con­ 
tract arc determined by the law as it then 
existed. 
(Robinson vs. Magee, 9 Cal., 81 ; 
Cooley’s Const. I.im. 4th l'ld., 348.) 
Hut 
it does not follow that because the law en­ 
ters into and forms a part of every con­ 
tract, that every Act of the Legislature 
does. The Act must be a valid law to 
have such effect. If the language of those 
sections is broad enough to secure to the 
plaintiff the right to have the surplus 
school fnnd applied to the satisfaction of 
his “ interest coupons,” to that extent, 
they contravene the Constitution, as we 
shall see, and are void. Rut the import of 
the language of those sections of the Act 
construed together does not confer upon 
the bondholders any right to any part of 
the “ city school fund.” This 'appears 
from a consideration of the phraseology of 
those sections. Section 35 reads: 
“ The 
revenue derived t om and within the city 
limits, for municipa purposes, viz: Taxes, 
licenses, harbor dues, water rents and 
fines collected in the Mayor’s Court, 
or 
otherwise, 
when 
paid’ 
into 
the 
Treasury shall lie set apart and a p o r ­ 
tioned as follows: Fiftv-five pier cent, 
to 
an 
interest 
and 
sinking 
fund, 
which shall be applied to the pavment 
of the annual interest and the final re­ 
demption of bonds issued for city indebt­ 
edness in accordance with the provisions of 
this A ct; fiifteen pier cent, to a salary 
fund, which shall be applied to the pay­ 
ment of the salaries of the municipal of­ 
ficers, as provided in this A ct; eight per 
cent, to a school fund, which shall he ap­ 
plied to the supiKirt of schools within the 
city limits; and the balance, twenty-two 
pier cent., to a fund to be used for all" such 
necessary municipal purposes as arc not 
otherwise provided for in this section, and 
shall lie called the contingent fund.” 
This section docs not create or define 
the “ city school fund,” hut only provides 
that eight per eent. of a specified revenue 
shall lie set apart and appropriated “ to a 
school fund.” The “ city school fund ” was 
created and defined by Section 05 of the 
Act. 
It reads: 
“ The T reasurer shall 
keep a ‘ city scool fund,’ separate and dis 
tinct from all other funds, into which fund 
shall be p>aid all money appropriated to 
city schools under the provisions of Section 
35 of this Act, all moneys received from 
the State on account of the city schools' 
share of any apportionment of State school 
funds, and the city’s proportion of all 
county moneys collected and set apart for 
school purposes.” 
Then by virtue of this section, when 
the revenue derived from the three dis­ 
tinct sources mentioned therein is mixed 
or commingled together in the treasury, 
and kepit by the Treasurer separate and 
distinct from all other funds for school 
purposes, it constitutes the “ city school 
fund,” and it is not within the letter or 
meaning of Section 36 of the Act. and 
therefore not reached for the benefit of 
the plaintiff by it. The portion of that 
section claimed by the plaintiff to take 
hold of the surplus in the city school fund 
at the close of the fiscal year for him, is 
this: 
“ If at the close of any fiscal year 
there shall remain a surplus in either of 
the funds mentioned in Section 35, such 
surpdus moneys shall he transferred to the 
interest and sinking fund, pirovided for in 
such thirty-fifth section.” This section 
must be so construed, according to a well- 
settled rule for the construction of statutes, 
as not to conflict with the provisions of 
the Constitution of the State, if possible; 
and if we construe it as only assuming to 
command the transfer to the “ interest and 
sinking fund,” the surplus which might 
remain in the fund mentioned in Section 
35 other than the money therein set apart 
for school purposes, which entered into 
and became a constituent part of the 
“ city school fund,” as created and de­ 
fined by Section 35 of the Act, then, Sec­ 
tion 36 may stand in harmony with the 
(«institution; but otherwise, it cannot, 
and must yield to the superior force of the 
Constitution. The second section of Ar­ 
ticle IX. of the Constitution of the State, 
under which the Suite was admitted into 
the Union, and which was in force at the 
time the Act of 1853 incorporating the 
city and county of Sacramento was passed, 
declared that “ the proceeds of all land 
granted by the United States to this State 
which may be sold or disposed of, and the 
five 
hundred 
thousand acres of land 
granted to the new States under an Act of 
Congress distributing the proceeds of the 
public lands among the several States 
of the Union, approved, A. D., 1841, 
and all estates of deceased persons who 
may have died without leaving a will or 
heir, and also snch per eent. as mav be 
granted hv Congress on the sale of lands 
in this State, shall be and remain a per­ 
petual fund, the interest of which, together 
with all the rents of the unsold lands and 
such other means as the legislature mav 
provide, shall l>e inviolably appropriated 
to the 
suppxirt 
of 
common schools 
throughout 
the State." 
And such is 
the 
new 
Constitution, 
Article 
IX., 
Section 4. 
No one will contend that 
the lands, or the proceeds of the lands 
granted by the United States to the State 
in trust for school purposes, can be di­ 
verted, in violation of the trust, by the 
.State to other purposes; and this constitu­ 
tional provision renders snered all means 
provided by the Legislature for the sup­ 
port of common schooLs; and when a fund 
is once provided by the Legislature for 
school purposes ¡t is inviolably appropri­ 
ated to such, and no other, purpose. The 
seventh section of “ An Act to provide for 
the government of common schools in the 
j Sacramento,” appiroved Ap>ril 26, 
l hj : “Mines the present cit“ school fund, 
and in doing so provides; -T h e Auditor 
;ttid Treasurer shall keepi a city school 
tund, into which shall be paid all moneys 
appropriated to it, under any law providing I 
school money ; all moneys received from 
the State on account of the city’s share of 
any apportionment of State school ‘mon_ j 
eys, and the city’s proportion of «II eountv i 
moneys collected or set apart for 6ch<x>l • 
purposes.” 
And the ninth section ef this Act re- * 


peaied the Act of 1858 so far as they were 
__ conflict. 
The money in the “ci,y 
school fund” at the close of the fiscal year 
ending on the day preceding the first 
Monday in April, 1885, was chiefly de­ 
rived from the county and estate, and if 
any of the money derived from the city 
revenues remained in the fund at that time 
it was only a small part, and it is quito 
impossible to ascertain or determine the 
amount. 
Rut the whole fund was pro­ 
vided by law for the support of common 
schools within tiny city of Sacramento, and 
therefore was within the protecting tryis c>{ 
the Constitution. As it is the law which 
enters into and forms a piart of every con­ 
tract, even if Sections 35, 36 and ' 65 of 
the Act of 185S were broad enough to in­ 
clude within their provisions any part of 
tiie city school fund, the Constitution, as 
the supireme law of the land, enters the 
piortals of the contract of the plaintiff be­ 
fore them, and forbids them to enter or en­ 
croach upon the sacred ground. 
It was be­ 
yond the constitutional power of the Leg­ 
islature to apipiropriate any piart of the city 
school fund to the payment of the claim’s 
of the 
plaintiff. 
it follows that the 
plaintiff is not entitled to have any of the 
city school fund transferred to the interest 
and sinking fund. 


FIRE 
WATER-WORKS 
DEPARTMENT 
AND 
FUNDS. 
Secondly—There was no snch fund as 
the lire department fund or the water 
works fund mentioned in Section 35 of the 
Act of 1858, for which reason the plaintiff 
can have no siiadow of a claim to any sur­ 
plus which might remain in those funds 
at the close of any fiscal year. Section 
36 only assumes to direct the surplus that 
should’ remain at the close of any fiscal 
year in the funds mentioned in Section 35 
to be transferred to the interest and sink­ 
ing fund pirovided in such thirty-fifty sec­ 
tion, and none other. 
Hence the plaintiff 
is not entitled to have the surplus in either 
of those funds transferred to the interest 
and sinking fund for his benefit. 


THE CONTINGENT OR GENERAL FUND. 
And lastly, we come to the consideration of 
the right of the pilaintiff to any surpdus that 
might have remained in the contingent 
fund, provided 
for in Section 
35 of 
the Act of 1S58, under which the bonds 
and interest coupons of the 
plaintiff 
were issued. 
Section 36 of the Act, 
as we have seen, pirovided that if at the 
close of any fiscal year there should re­ 
main a surplus in either of the funds men­ 
tioned in Section 35, such surplus moneys 
shall be transferred to the interest and 
sinking fund provided for in such 35th 
section. The bonds and interest coupions 
issued under the Act were a charge upon, 
and payable out of, that interest and sink­ 
ing fund. Clothed in pilain English this 
is the contention of the plaintiff: These 
sections entered into and formed a part of 
those bonds and interest coupions, and that 
as a holder of some of them lie had and 
still has a vested interest in any surplus 
that might by any contingency remain in 
the contingent fund at the close of any fiscal 
year, which pilaced it beyond the power of 
the Legislature to change, modify or abol­ 
ish such contingent fund, or to impose new 
or additional charges or burdens upon it, 
lest no surplus should arise, even though 
the legitimate demands of the increasing 
population and the growing wants and 
necessities of the city should require the 
exercise of such legislative power. 
If this proposition can be maintained, 
then, indeed, the right arm of the city 
government is paralyzed. There is a two­ 
fold aspect in which to view this proposi­ 
tion : 
First—-In this State a municipal cor­ 
poration is a subordinate part of the State 
government, organized for thej more con­ 
venient administration of the local affairs 
of a particular district and deriving its 
powers wholly from the Legislature, to 
whose general control and supervision it is 
subject, and the Legislature, in its own 
turn, owes its existence and derives its 
power from the sovereign will of the peo­ 
ple, made manifest in their written Con­ 
stitution. 
That Constitution, in defining the powers 
of the Legislature to create nmuicipial cor­ 
porations and in pirescribing the mode of 
their creation, in Section 31 of Article IV., 
declares th a t: 
“ Corporations may be 
formed under general laws; but shall not 
be created by spiecial Act, except for muni­ 
cipal purjwses. All general laws and special 
Acts passed pursuant to this section may 
be altered from time to time, or repealed.” 
Then, a municipal corporation created by 
authority of tins provision of the Consti­ 
tution derives all its powers, rights and 
franchises from the special Act by which 
it was created, and has no other powers, 
rights or franchises than those conferred 
by snch Acts; and the spiecial Act in ques­ 
tion, by the express reservation contained 
in that constitutional provision, may lie 
altered from time to time or repealed by 
the Legislature. 
That provision of the Constitution en­ 
tered into and formed a part of the bonds 
and interest coupons, as well as the Act 
under which they were issued, and, as the 
Constitution is supierior to the Act of the 
Legislature, it follows that in any respect 
wherein the Act conflicts with the Consti­ 
tution, the Constitution must prevail; and 
the power of the Legislature to alter or 
repieal the powers, rights and franchises of 
the corporation is as obligatory upon the 
bondholder as it would have’ been if a 
stipulation had 
been 
written on the 
face of the bonds or interest coupons 
to the effect that the corporation or Leg­ 
islature might alter or rescind them, and 
when such right is reserved in a contiact 
the exercise of it does not impair the con­ 
tract in any sense, because the right to al­ 
ter or rescind is as obligatory as any other 
stipulation in the contract. 
If a slipula- 
tion were deliberately written in a con­ 
tract made between individuals, tiiat one 
party to the contract should have the 
right to alter or rescind it in his discre­ 
tion, who would doubt the validity ol such 
a stipulation ? No one. 
Would the ex­ 
exercise of the right impair the obligation 
of the contract ? No. 
Such stipulation 
measures the extent of the obligation. 
Each party is bound to take notice of all 
the written terms or stipulations in a 
written contract to which he is a partv, 
and is bound thereby; and so as ail 
piersons are presumed to know the law. 
they are presumed to know the extent of 
the constitutional power of the Legislature 
to create municipal corporations, and to 
control, alter or almlisii their powers, rights 
and franchises, and the exercise of such 
power by the Legislature to restrict or en­ 
tirely withdraw from such municipal eor- 
pxirations the power of taxation or other 
power, does not impiair the obligation of 
any contract within the meaning of the 
Constitution of the United"States, though 
without the power of taxation a muni­ 
cipality cannot raise any revenue to sup­ 
port its government or pay its debts. As 
to the power of the Legislature over muni­ 
cipal corporations, Judge Cooley in his 
work on “ Constitutional Limitations,” p. 
336, states the rule of the constitutional 
law thus: “ Where the State employs of­ 
ficers 
or 
creates 
municipial corpora­ 
tions as the mere agencies of gov­ 
ernment, 
it 
must 
have 
the power 
to discontinue the agency whenever it 
comes. To le regarded asno longer import­ 
ant; the framers of the Constitution did 
uot intend to restrain the States in the 
regulation of 
their 
civil institutions, 
adopted for their internal government. 
They may, therefore, discontinue offices 
and abolish or change the organization of 
municipal corporations at any time, ac­ 
cording to the existing legislative view of 
State piolicy, unless forbidden by their own 
Constitution from doing so.” Our Consti­ 
tution, instead of forbidding the piower to 
alter or repeal the pwwers of a municipal 
corporation, reserves the pwwer to the 
Legislature. 
And it has been decided un­ 
der the Constitution of this State that the 
city government is a piart of the State 
government, which is a sovereign pwwer, 
and that the creditors of the municipal­ 
ity must rely solely upwa her good faith as 
to the time, mode anti measure of payment 
(Sharp vs. Contra Costa eountv, 34 Cal. 
284; People vs. Doe, 36 Cal 22Ó; Sir.ton 
vs. Ashbury, 4J Cal. 525; Rose vs. Esta­ 
dillo, 39 Cal. 270; People vs. Morse. 43 
Cal. 534; Reals vs. Amador county,35 Cal. 
624; Jiunsucker vs. Rorden, 5 Cat. 288; 
Blandiug vs. Burr, 13 Cal. 343; City of 
Oakland vs. Carpieutier, 13 Cal. 540; 
Creighton vs. San Francisco, 42 Cal. 446; 
Kelsev vs. Trustees of Nevada, 16 Cai. 620: 
McDonald vs. Maddux, 11 Cal 187 ; Mc­ 
Donald vs. Griswold, 4 C al 352; McCau­ 
ley vs. Brooks. 16 CaL 34 ; People vs. Ala­ 
meda county, 26 Cal. 241). And in Merri- 


wether vs. Garrett (102 U .S. Repi. 501) j 
Chief Justice Waite, in announcing the j 
decision of the Supireme Court of the . 
United States, said : “ The piower of taxa- ¡ 
tion is legislative and cannot he exercised 1 
otherwise than under the authority of the ' 
Legislature.” 
And iu. the same case, page 511, Mr. 
Justice Field, in delivering the concurring 
opinion of himself, Mr. Justice Miller and 
Mr. Justic: Bradley, said : “ The right of 
the State to repieal the charter of Mem­ 
phis cannot be questioned. Municipial cor- 
pwrationx are mere instrumentalities of the 
State for the more convenient administra­ 
tion of local government. 
“ Their pwwersare such as theLegislatuie 
may confer, and these may lie enlarged, 
abridged or entirely withdrawn at its 
pleasure. This is the common learning 
founded in all the adjudications on the 
subject of municipal bodies and repieated 
by text-writers. 
There is no contract be- 
(u een the State and the public that the charter j 
of a city shall not be at all times subject to ' 
legislative control. 
All persons who deal 
with such Iwdies are conclusively piresumed 
to act upon the knowledge of the power 
of the Legislature. There is no such thing 
as a vested right held by any individuals 
in the grant of the legislative power to 
them. 
(United States vs. Railroad Com­ 
pany, 17 Wall, 322; Commissioners vs. 
Lucas, 93 U. S. 108; People vs. Morris, 13 
Wend, New York, 325; Philadelphia vs. 
Fox, 64 Pa. St., 169; Montpelier vs. East 
East Montpelier, 29 Vt., 12; Angelí and 
Ames on Corp., 10th ed., Sec. 31; 
Dill- 
Mun. Corp. See. 30; Cooley Const. Lim. 
192, 193). 
By the repeal the legislative 
pwwers previously piossessed by the cor­ 
poration of Memphis reverted to the State. 
“A portion of them the State immediately 
vested in the Government of the taxing 
district, with many restrictions in the 
creation of indebtedness. A portion of 
them the State retained; it reserved to 
the Legislature all powers of taxation. It 
thus provided against the future claims 
from the impirovidence or recklessness of 
the new Governors. 
“ The pwwer of the State to make this 
change of local government is incontro­ 
vertible.” 
And the learned Justice at page 515 
said: “ The Courts cannot continue in force 
the taxes levied, nor levy new taxes for 
the payment of the debts of the corpora­ 
tion. The levy of taxes Is uot a judicial 
act. It has no elements of one. 
It is a 
high act of sovereignty, to be performed 
by the Legislature upwn considerations of 
policy, necessity and the public welfare. 
In the distribution of the pwwers of gov­ 
ernment in this country into three depart­ 
ments the pwwers of taxation falls to the 
Legislature. It belongs to that depart­ 
ment to determine what measures shall be 
taken for the public welfare and to pro­ 
vide the revenues for the suppxirt and due 
administration of the government through­ 
out the State and all its sub-divisions.” 
Such is the doctrine adduced from the 
division of the government of the State 
into three departments; hut in this State 
the power to alter or repeal the charters 
of municipal corpwratiou is expressly re­ 
served to the Legislature, and it is also en­ 
joined as a duty upon the Legislature to 
create municipal corpiorations and to re­ 
strict their pwwers of taxation and of con­ 
tracting debts by Section 37 of Article IV. 
of the Constitution, in these words: “ It 
shall be the duty of the Legislature to 
provide for the organization of cities and 
incorpwrated villages, and to restrict their 
pwwer of taxation, assessments, borrow­ 
ing money, contracting debts and loaning 
their credit so as to prevent abuses in 
assessments and in contracting debts liy 
such municipal corpiorations.” 
While this 
provision of the Constitution makes it the 
duty of the Legislature to restrict the 
pwwer of municipial eorpwrations in the re- 
spiects mentioned in it, it does not limit 
the power of the Legislature conferred by 
Section 31 of the Constitution to alter or 
repieal the charters. 
Under the Constitu­ 
tion of this State, no charter granted to a 
municipal corporation, nor any powers 
thereby granted, can become fixed 
and 
unchangeable like the laws of the Medes 
and Persians. 
_ The Legislature may change, alter, abol­ 
ish or repieal them at any time, anil must 
exercise a restraining potter over them; 
but when pwwers are granted to a munici­ 
pality, such piowers must be exercised until 
revoked by the corporation itself, through 
its propier Board or officers, and cannot be 
exercised by the Legislature itself. 
(Peo­ 
ple vs. Lynch, 51 Cal., 15.) 
As the Constitution entered into and 
formed a piart of these bonds and interest 
eoupxms the reserve right 
to 
modify 
or alter them as to the 
mode 
of 
payment, or 
in 
any other respects, 
is as much a part of the obligation of those 
contrr.cisas any stipulation written therein, 
and the exercise of such reserve right or 
piower cannot, in any sense, impair the ob­ 
ligation of those contracts. The bond­ 
holders were bound to take notice that 
under the Constitution the Legislature 
might restrict or withdraw the taxing 
pwwer altogether from the municipality, 
and destroy its piower to raise revenue to 
pay the bonds, and if the Legislature did 


b o, there were no means provided for in the 
Constitution to compel it to restore to the 
municipal corporation the piower to impose 
taxes, to raise a revenue to piay its debts 
and, therefore, they must rely upon the 
good faith of the State, acting through the 
Legislature, for payment. 
Though there arc some expression» in 
the opinion of the Court in Meyer vs. 
Brown (65 Cal. 583) which are opipwsed to 
the view I have expressed, they were not 
necessary to the decision in that case. 
Section 25 of the Act of 1863, incorpor­ 
ating the city of Sacramento, authorized 
the levy of one dollar on the one hundred 
dollars of taxable piropierty in the city 
and Section 26 provided for piaying fifty- 
five per cent, of it into the interest and 
sinking fund. It was the duty, therefore, 
of the City Trustees to levy the tax, and 
that is all fhat was necessary to decide. 
The Court did not refer to the provisions 
of the Constitution which reserved to the 
Legislature the power to alter or repeal 
the powers of the city Government and to 
impose the duty upon the Legislature to 
restrict the powersof taxation of the muni­ 
cipalities. And, therefore, I cannot pre­ 
sume that the Court intended to decide that 
the Legislature might not, in the exercise 
of its powers reserved in the Constitution, 
withdraw the pwwer of taxation and all 
other pwwers froai a municipal corpwration 
which would be to decide that the Con­ 
stitution did not mean what it said, or that 
the peopile could not make such a Consti­ 
tution, and I cannot think that such is the 
meaning of the Court. And such a decis­ 
ion would be contrary to a long line of 
decisions in this State, among which is 
Sharp vs. Contra Costa county, already 
cited, in which the Court said : “ In this 
case a sovereign 
is one of the con­ 
tracting parties; for the Government of 
the county of Contra Costa is a pwrtion of 
the State Government, and as against a 
sovereign there are no remedies except 
such as the sovereign, in the exercise of 
that good faith by which all governments 
are piresumed to he actuated, may accord. 
Hie State Government, neither in its gen­ 
eral nor in its local capacity, can lie sued 
by her creditors nor be made amenable to 
judicial p.roces-; except by her consent. 
Her creditors must 
rely solely upon her 
goodfatth as to the time, mode and measure 
of payment. 
(Hunsucker vs. Borden, 5 
CuL 299; McCauley vs. Brooks, 16 CaL, 
34.)’ 
The case of Meyer vs. Brown 
was 
decides! upon the authority of the case of 
Louisiana vs. Pilsbury (loó U. S. Rep., 
278), but it seems to me that that cise 
does not sustain the decision. 
That was a case involving the validity- 
of bonds of the city of New Orleans, anil 
the Court followed the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of Louisiana, but laid ! 
down a rule which would have justified ai 
restriction of the decision in Mever vs. 
Brown to deciding that, as the Legislature 
had authorized a levy of one dollar upon 
one hundred dollars" of propertv within 
the limits of the city, 55 pier cent, of which [ 
was payable into the interest and sinking ; 
fund, and the Board of Trustees refused to , 
levy the tax, that a mandamus issue against 
them to compel the levy. In Iwuisiana 
v«. Pilsbury the Court derided that the 
construction which had Loen placed upon 
the Constitution of the State, and the 
statutes by the highest Court, as to the 
obligatory force of contracts, must be fol- ! 
lowed by the Supreme Court of the United ! 
States. 
The Court said: “ From the extended1 


T 
reference to the adjudications of the Su­ 
preme Court of Iwuisiana upwn the Con­ 
stitution of 1845, requiring uniformity and 
equality of taxation, there can be no serious 
questions as to the validity of the Act of 
1852 so far a» the consolidated bonds are 
concerned, and the provisions made by it 
and the supplementary Act for the annual 
levy of the tax of $6o0,000 to piav the in­ 
terest and reduce the principal. ’ The de­ 
cision upon tiie clauses of the Constitution 
of 1852 are corroborative of the correct­ 
ness of the construction originallv placed 
upon the clause of the Constitution of 
1845. W hether such a construction was 
a sound one is not an ojien question. In 
considering the validity of the bonds the 
exposition given by the highest tribunal 
of the State must be taken as correct, so 
far as the contracts made under the Act 
are concerned. 
_ “ Their validity and obligation cannot he 
impaired by any subsequent decision alter­ 
ing the construction. This doctrine appdies 
as well to the construction of a pirovision 
of the organic law as to the construction 
of a statute. Thfe construction, so far as 
contract obligations incurred under it are 
concerned, constitutes a part of the law as 
much as if embodied in it. 
“ So far does this doctrine extend, that 
when a statute of two States expressed in 
the same terms are construed differently 
by their highest Courts, they are treated 
by us as different laws, each embodying 
the particular construction of its own 
State in force in accordance with it in all 
case» arising under it.” 
Then if the same construction had been 
given to the Constitution, and the Acts of 
the Legislature of the State of Louisiana, 
by its Supireme Court, under which the 
bonds were issued, considered in Louisiana 
vs. Pilsbury, as lias been put upwn similar 
statutes in this State by our Supreme Court, 
the decision in that case would have been 
the other way, and in line with Merri- 
wether vs. Garrett (102 U. S. Rep. «501), 
and the former decisions of the Supireme 
Court of this State. Then, upwn princi- 
pial and authority, in this State the Legis­ 
lature, under the Constitution, has the 
power to alter or repieal a city charter and 
take away from the municipality all power 
of taxation and all means of raising a 
revenue, and consequently the creditors of 
the city must rely upon the good faith of 
the State, of which the city government is 
a piart, for pavment. 
Secondly—The right of the bond-hold- 
ers to have any piart of the contingent 
fund mentioned in Section 35 of the Act 
transferred to the interest and sinking fund 
therein pirovided for, was made dependent 
by Section 36 upon the contingency that a 
surplus should remain at the close of any 
fiscal year. 
If no surplus ever arose, none 
of the contingent fund was applicable to 
the payment of either interest eoupxms or 
bonds. 
There can be no vested right in an expecta­ 
tion or contingency. 
This is the doctrine 
upion this proposition as stated by Cooley 
in his work on Constitutional Limitations, 
piage 445. 
Acts of the Legislature, as have been 
well said by Mr. Justice Woodliiirry, can­ 
not be regarded as opposed io fundamental 
axioms of legislation unless they impair 
rights which are vested, because most civil 
rights arc derived from public law. 
And, if before the rights become vested 
in particular individuals, the convenience 
of the State pirocures amendments or re­ 
picáis those laws, those individuals have no 
cause of compilaint. The piower that au­ 
thorizes or piropioses to give may always re­ 
voke before an interest is perfected in the 
donee.” 
Until tiie surplus is in the fund the 
bondholders could have no interest in the 
contingent or general fund. No surpdus 
ever remained in that fund until after the 
thirty-sixth section of the Act of 1858 was 
repiealed by the Act to incorpiorate the oitv 
of Sacramento, passed Apiril 25, 1863. 
This Act provided for continuing the in- 
tcrest and sinking fund provided for by 
Section 35 of the Act of 1858, but did not 
provide for the transfer of anv surplus 
which 
might 
remain 
in 
the 
con­ 
tingent fund, or, 
as it is called in the 
Act of 1863, the general fund, to the 
interest and sinking fnnd. 
If the bond­ 
holders had a vested right to such contin­ 
gent remainder it would not he possible to 
charge the fund with any other burdens 
than those imposed by the Act of 1858; 
but the city has grown in population and 
its necessities have increased. 
Other offi­ 
cers are required than those provided for 
by the Act of 1858. Under that Act a 
District Attorney performed all the legal 
duties for both city and county, but now a 
City Attorney is required to attend to the 
legal business of the city at a salary of 
$1,800 per year. Other municipal officers 
are required to transact the business of the 
city. Other expienses are made necessary 
to the carrying on of the city government 
v, hich arc charged upon the general fund; 
but it the bondholder- had a vested inter­ 
est in a contingent surpilus no other ex­ 
pienses of government could be charged 
upion the fund than such as were made a 
charge by the Act of 1858, and thus the 
city lie obstructed in its government. 
No 
such absurd doctrine can be tolerated. 
The offices of those who were charged 
witli the duty to levy and collect the taxes 
under the Act of 1858 have been abolished, 
and if new offices cannot lie created and 
officers appointed or elected to fill them 
who shall receive such salaries or compen­ 
sation as may be pirovided by the Legisla­ 
ture, how can the revenue lie collected to 
supply the several funds, including the 
interest and sinking fund? Taxes can 
only be collected by the agents of the law 
charged with the duty. 
The doctrine conteuded for by the plain­ 
tiff is felo dese. It destroys the plaintiff’s 
security. 
It follows that the pilaintiff had 
no vested right in the expiectancv that a 
surplus might remain in the contingent 
fund, and, as the law which provided for 
a transfer of any surplus to the interest 
and sinking fund was repiealed before there 
was any surplus, the plaintiff has no right 
to have any surpdus in the general fund 
created under the Act of 1863 transferred 
to the interest and sinking fund. 
But 
there were claims against the general fund 
at the close of the fiscal year of 1885 suf­ 
ficient to absorb the surplus then remain­ 
ing in the fund. 
The defendant is only the agent of the 
city, and as such the custodian of the 
funds; and, as there is no law directing 
him to transfer the surplus in the fund, a 
mandamus will not issue to compel him to 
do it. (Davis vs. Porter, 66 Cal, 658.) 
The attorneys for defendant will pirepare 
findings and submit them to theCourt, upion 
which judgment will be entered refusing a 
mandamus.

TH E 
BLUE 
SUN. 


I ’ro f. L a n g le y T a lk s A b o u t th e C o lo r o f 
th e G re a t L u m in a ry . 
The people of this world have never 
seen the sun as it really is in their lives. 
This was a statem ent which Prof. H. P. 
Langley made at the outset of his lecture 
at National Museum last evening on “Hun- 
light and the E arth’s Atmosphere.” 
Not­ 
withstanding the horse races, the circus 
and the oppressive heat, there were enough 
people interested in Prof. Langley and the 
sun to make a fair audience in tli lecture- 
room. 
Prof. Langley, who spoke fluently, 
illustrated his meaning as he went aloiig 
with comparisons that the most unscien­ 
tific of his hearers could comprehend. 
At 
the rear ot the platform a large screen was 
suspended, and stereoptieon views and 
diagrams were thrown upon this. 
Prof. 
Langley referred to Plato’s remarks about 
the wonder of a man who had spent his 
life in.a cave upon beholding the sun for 
the first time. 
The earth’s atmosphere 
the speaker likened to the roof of a cave, 
it is a reddish veil that holds back the 
blue light of the sun. 
The Albatross in its deep-sea dredging 
has brought up fishes with enormous eyes, 
that tell of the faintness of the light that 
filters down to their depths. 
Huch a fish 
m ight regard the dim, greenish light of its 
heaven as the full splendor of the sun, 
w ith as much reason as wc could regard the 
sun we see as the sun as it really is. 
We 
ourselves are living at the bottom of a 
great aerial ocean, whose billows roll hun­ 
dreds of miles over our heads. 
The white 
light we see is only the dregs of the sun­ 
light th at has filtered down to our depths. 
The lecturer explained at some length the 
meaning of selective absorption of the a t­ 
mosphere, showing how some of the rays 
or colors of the spectrum are held back by 
the atmosphere. 
The sun, too, like the 
earth, has its atmosphere, which alters its 
color. 
The presence of the solar atmos­ 
phere could be detected in observations of 
the sun by the darkening towards the 
edges. 
The center of the sun appeared of 
a light blue tint, and toward the edges 
was red, approaching garnet. 
The snn, he 
said, was evidently a colored star. 
The 
Professor showed on the screen a view of 
the sun's corona, rem arking that the light 
received from the sun had to come through 
this corona also, as well as the sun’s at­ 
mosphere. 
He showed, also, the wonder­ 
ful intricacy and beauty of the sun-spots, 
w ith their plumes curling like cirrus 
clouds, in the great winds that swept over 
the surface of the sun. One of these 
plumes, two or three times the size of the 
continent of N orth America, lasted about 
fifteen minutes, and then changed its form. 
The atmosphere of the sun appeared the 
color of glowing red hydrogen—a beauti­ 
ful rose color—and through this they saw 
the sun. 
The question was w hat was behind that. 
W ith diagrams, Professor Langley ex­ 
plained simply how observations had been 
taken of the sun when in the zenith and 
when declining in the afternoon. 
So that 
in some eases the line of vision slanted 
through the atmosphere, and in others 
went through in the most direct way. The 
observations th at had been taken con­ 
stantly for two years, and the delicate tests 
and measurements, made it certain that 
the sun behind its atmosphere was blue— 
that is, the colors of the blue and of the 
spectrum were predominant. 
The color 
of the sun, lie said, was very near that 
which the ladies knew as lavender. W hen 
the light of the sun came slanting through 
the atmosphere, the light was diminished 
and the blue was cut out. 
The less air 
that intervened the more blue the sun 
looked. 
The efiect of the atmospheric 
veil was to give the sun an orange tint. 
The higher the sun was in the sky the 
bluer it looked. 
Professor Langley ex­ 
plained briefly the methods followed in 
researches made at Allegheny City, ex­ 
plaining the principles of the bolometer, 
or ray-measurer, a kind of thermometer, 
so delicate that it can measure one one- 
hundred thousandeth of a degree, and in­ 
dicate one-millionth. 
Jt depended on the 
fact that the electric current will run 
faster through a medium when the me­ 
dium is warm than when it is not warm. 
R eturning to the big-eyed lisli at the 
bottom of the sea the lecturer spoke of its 
getting a more correct view of tiie sun lu- 
rising to the surface. 
It was possible for 
observers here to rise toward the surface of 
the aerial ocean by going up in a balloon 
or climbing to the top of a high mountain. 
It was for the purpose of getting near the 
surface that the expedition to the top of 
Mount W hitney, California, was made. 
There observations were made nearly 15,­ 
000 feet above the level of the sea. 
Roughly speaking, this took them half 
way to tiie surface of the aerial ocean. 
Though the atmosphere was several hun­ 
dreds of miles iu hight, the denser portion 
was near the earth, so that in going three 
miles up in the air one passed through 
one-hall’. 
At that hight the blue end of 
the spectrum grew enormously. 
It had been determined, lie said, that 
only five per cent, of the blue of the sun 
was transmitted to as through the sun’s 
atmosphere and the earth’s atmosphere. 
In other words, the blue of the sun was 
twenty times greater than it appeared to 
us, while the red was only two times 
greater. One of the results of this Mount 
W hitney expedition had been to show 
that the heat of the gun beating upon the 
earth would, annually, melt a shell of ice 
around the earth sixty yards in thickness, 
instead of lortv yards, as has been taught. 
Many points of value were gained to geol­ 
ogists in determ ining questions relating to 
the glacial age, and facts were determined 
regarding the radiation of heat from the 
earth. 
All, he said, depended upon this 
curious quasi-intelligent action of selective 
absorption. 
These researches were not 
a m atter of idle curiosity, but something 
of great value, even when regarded from 
the narrowest utilitarian point of view. 
To this selective absorption, this actiou 
going on in the atmosphere, we owed our 
existence, and all organic life depends 
upon it.— Washington Star.

Comparatively few men have really 
straight legs. 
In a walk from Fourteenth 
street to the Battery, a reporter made a 
rough estimate, and found that not more 
than one in three of the men who passed 
him were straight-limbed. 
Most of them 
were bow or bandy-legged, some of them 
were knock-kneed, and in a few instances 
both legs bent the same way. 
It was no­ 
ticed that, as a rule, the stout, heavy men 
had parenthesis legs, while those of lighter 
build in many cases carried their bodies on 
a figure resembling an X. 
This rule, however, does not always 
hold. 
Many men of no inconsiderable 
avordupois strike their knees together 
when they walk. 
It is not uncommon to 
see a long, lanky man whose legs are so 
built that he is physically incapacitated 
from stopping the traditional pig in au 
alley-wav. 
Frequently bow-leggedness is 
associated with strength. 
It is usually 
seen in short, sturdy men. 
Those who 
are knock-kneed have no such recompense 
unless the excuse for renewing trousers, 
which are constantly lielng worn out at the 
knees by chafing one against the other, he 
considered as such. 
A well-known surgeon who has had long 
experience in a city hospital, was asked to 
explain the prevalency of crooked legs. 
He said: “ It Is a fact that very few ;a r­ 
sons have straight legs. 
My attention is 
often called to it. 
It is hard to say just 
why it is. 
Many say th at it is because 
children are made to walk when they are 
too young. 
Mothers like to have "tlieir 
little ones on their feet at as early an age 
as possible, and so sometimes force them 
to stand before their legs are able to bear 
the weight of their bodies. 
Nurses, too, 
when they take children out for an airing 
often make 
them walk without their 
parents’ knowledge. 
L'cdoubtedly this is 
sometimes the cause of the deformity. 
Probably many a man owes his curved 
legs to a careless nurse who got tired of 
carrying him when he was a baby and put 
him down when away from his mother. 
Others say, w ith good reason, also, that it 
is due to baby carriages. 
The child is 
wheeled about until it is quite old. 
Its 
body is thus developed while its legs are 
doing nothing, and when finally it is made 
to use them they, being still soft, bend 
under the weight of the body. 
I believe 
that this treatm ent of children is respon­ 
sible for more bow-leggedness, or enemos- 
co/iosis, as we call it, than anything else. 
“ Every one knows th at the bones of the 
human body are made up of cartilaginous 
or sinewy fiber and mineral matter, and 
that when young the former predominates. 
The bones at that stage have, therefore, 
little rigidity and are very easily bent. 
Unfortunately they have little elasticity, 
either, and easily take a set. 
The propor­

proportion of sinew in the hone, and in 
these cases the legs are almost certain to 
become crooked. In these instances braces 
can be used with advantage until the bones 
harden. 
This simple remedy is seldom 
used, however, sometimes from the apathy 
of the parents, but chiefly because t lie ten- | 
dency is not noticed until it is too late. | 
1 lie legs bend one way or the other very | 
gradually, and when the curve is percepti­ 
ble it is usually past the cure of braces. 
I his condition ot the bones is often due to 
insufficient food and general neglect. 
U n­ 
less the blood is kept rich and healthy the 
femes are apt to be retarded in develop­ 
ment, and so, rem aining soft, are readily 
twisted. 
‘•Sometimes bow-legged children 
be­ 
come straight when they grow older. 
My 
m other told me that when 1 was a child 
iny legs formed an almost perfect ellipse. 
Now, I venture to assert, they are straigliter 
than most men’s. 
In my own experience 
I have seen this occur, but it is impossible 
to foretell if the curve in a child’s legs 
will straighten out in after years or not.” 
“ Is there any means of straightening 
legs when once they are set crooked?” 
asked the reporter. 
“ Yes,and bv a very simple process. The 
curvature in l>ow-legged persons is usually 
just below the knee. 
To. remove it, we 
take a piece out of the outside of the 
bone—that is, the convex side—and then 
break the bone on the other side. 
This 
enables us to 
make the leg projierly 
straight by using stiff splints, and it isn’t 
long before the legs are nil right again and 
as straight as can he desired. 
In knock- 
kneed jiersons the curvature is above the 
knee, and the same process can lie used. It 
is not so often done, however, as few peo­ 
ple care to have the thigh bone broken 
merely to increase their [lersonal beauty.” 
“ Then you often cure bow-legged men 
in this way ?” 
“ Oh, yes. 
Of course when the curve is 
so m arked th at it actually interferes with 
the walking some such o|ieratiou is neces­ 
sary, but we frequently are called upon to 
do it simply to improve a man’s appear­ 
ance. 
Home time ago a young man wrote 
to me from the West, begging me to sug­ 
gest some means of making his legs 
straight. 
He could walk well enough, but 
he wasn’t satisfied with life appearance. 
1 
told him what he would have to undergo, 
aud, although lie hesitated at first, he 
finally consented and went through it 
manfully. lie is very proud of his straight 
legs now, although he never tells how lie 
got them. 
Braces can sometimes be used 
to straighten the legs of young boys, but 
when the feme has become really bardeued 
they are not of much use.—.V.

AN ASSAULT UPON THE STATE FAIR, 
AND HOW TO MEET IT. 
No one wishes the Mechanics’ Institute 
Fair at San Francisco to fail. It ought to 
succeed to the full limit of its legitimate 
purpose. That purpose was the main­ 
tenance of a mechanical and industrial 
exposition once a year at the metropolisof 
the coast. It was never the intention of 
its founders that it should become a sponge 
to absorb vitality from agricultural expo­ 
sitions of the people, or to run in opposi­ 
tion to them. Rut recently it lias lieen 
manipulated by a scheming few as a means 
of offense to the interior. 
Under this new system the Association, 
whit h is a private concern, has been made 
to run counter to the district and the 
State Fairs. In doing this the managers 
have manifested the most selfish and un­ 
generous spirit, and have proven recreant 
to an understanding that should have been 
held as sacred as a contract. 
They now propose to begin their fair so 
early and continue it so iate as to embrace 
in the period the dates of several of the 
district fairs and of the State Fair. There 
is no disguising the purpose that underlies 
the scheme. Plate it as they may, it is 
the aim to crush the State Agricultural 
Society. 
All tire plausible phrasing that has been 
indulged in regarding the need for a great 
exposition in San Francisco, the expected 
influx of strangers, the desirability of a 
coast exhibition, and all that, will not 
serve to cloak the real intent. 
Last year the Boards of Trade of Sac­ 
ramento ;uid San Francisco appointed 
committees to confer with the managers 
of the San Francisco Fair and the Direct­ 
ors of the State Agricultural Society, to 
arrive at an arrangement, if possible, to 
have the dates of that and the State Fair 
so fixed as not to conflict. The conference 
was held and the joint committee resolved 
that the dates ought not to jar, and 
the San Francisco organization was asked 
to fix its opening date in August and the 
State Agricultural Society to place its date 
in September, one week after the fifth 
Saturday in August, when the San Fran­ 
cisco exposition should close. On account 
of the Grand Army celebration, the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute Fair management re­ 
ported that it could not comply that year, 
but it was understood by all that thereaf­ 
ter there should Ik* no conflict. 
In the face of this the San Francisco 
concern has now lapped early and late 
dates so as to completely cover any time 
possible to the State Agricultural Society- 
In addition, it has entered into an ac­ 
tive canvass to draw from the State Society 
the county exhibits, which grew out of the 
plans of and were inaugurated by the 
State Society, and generally to compete 
with the latter by lavish expenditure of 
money, and by such entry upon the dis­ 
tinctively true realm of agricultural fails as 
to render the latter of less interest and to 
withdraw from them exhibitors and pat­ 
ronage. 
In another column appears a communi­ 
cation upon the subject from .Mr. M. I>. 
Boruck, an ex-officer of the State Society, 
to the vigorous expression of which we 
invite attention. 11 is suggestion that ac­ 
tion should be taken at once to counter» t 
the influence at work in antagonism to 
the State Fair, is worthy of immediate 
consideration and instant activity. 
There is room enough and time enough 
for both of these fairs. Tiiat a summer 
exposition in San Francisco should be 
held no one gainsays. That it will lie 
productive of good results is not a ques­ 
tion to be debated. But thnt it should 
trench upon the date of the State Society 
or endeavor to atrip from the latter any of 
its opportunities to maintain an exhibition 
creditable to the State and conducive to 
its development, is indefensible. 
I.et us !oc>k the question squarely in the 
face; wherever the State Fair might be 
located it would be of considerable local 
interest, and excite something of the envy 
of other localities. In fact, State institu­ 
tions cannot be wholly* delocalized. So 
far, the», as Sacramento is concerned her 
interest in the Slate Fair is just what that 
of San Jo*e or Los Angeles or Stockton or 
Oakland or any other place would be, if 
the fair was there located. But all the 
j>eople have a deep interest in the State 
Fair and the District Fairs a» State in­ 
stitutions, which arc fostered and sup­ 
ported by tiie State, and are controlled 
and officered by it. There is no State 
of the Union without these exposi­ 
tions, and in no other State does 
the chief city of the commonwealth 
“ run ” a fair in opposition to that of the 
State. All such cities find it to their in­ 
terest to conserve all the district and the 
State fairs, and always labor to build up 
and develop the interior. In San Fran­ 
cisco we find the one and only city that 
holds it to be wise and honorable to cripple 
the country. 
California is not to be settled and 
peopled by concentrating strangers in San 
F ranciseo. 1 hat great city ought to do 
all in her power to induce the summer 
visitors to traverse the State, visit every 
part of it, and attend all the agricultural 
and stock exhibitions. Upon the develop­ 
ment, prosperity and rapid advancement 
of the interior San Francisco’s commercial 
importance very largely depends. She 
should, therefore, do nothing to impede the 


of the soil and of the industry of the 
people. 
The scheme to induce exhibitors to 
abandon the State and District Fairs in 
preference for that of San Francisco is 
suicidal, fehor-tsighted and scandalous. For 
there is, at we have said, room enough and 
time enough for all. The people of the in­ 
terior should make common cause against 
the plot. It invokes their hostility, and 
should have it without measure or delav. 
The rebuke the San Francisco manage­ 
ment invites should he given in a way that 
will be heeded, and to expose fully the 
folly of its senseless opposition. 
In the meantime there must he such 
action taken as will make the State Fair 
of 1887 the most pronounced of all its 
successors. There should lie extended to 
its Directors suc-h aid as will enable them 
to resist with all the certainty of triumph 
the effort to strip from them the county 
exhibits. If it is so w illed this can be 
done. There should be sent at once into 
every agricultural and mining county 
active, shrewd and able men to organize 
local etlbrt for The State Fair exhibition. 
Not a township in the great valleys should 
he left uncanvassed. Every seetion should 
be visited speedily and the question per­ 
sonally discussed with the people of the 
interior. A dozen men can be employed 
iu this way, with profit to the exposition 
and great good to the State. 
\\ e would give more for a dozen repre­ 
sentative workers in this way than for all 
the circular printing and wordy appeals 
that could be written and distributed in a 
year by a score of advocates. What is 
needed is local State Fair aid organization 
in every county, and that can be had only 
by the output of personal etlbrt begun now 
and continued up to the last hour of entry. 
To aid some such scheme the people of 
Sacramento should do their duty as a rep­ 
resentative unit of the whole people; and 
something more, because of the natural 
local concern they have in the fair; anil 
still more because of their profound inter­ 
est in the development of the interior.

The San F rancisco Call, in commenting 
upon newspaper work, says: “ Newspaper 
proprietors will eventually discover the 
kind of reading their subscribers want, 
and will give it to them without regard to 
examples set them by newspapers pub­ 
lished in other cities under different condi­ 
tions and for a different audience.” That 
depends upon the estimate the proprietor 
puts upon the value of the patronage of 
classes of readers. If he panders to a 
vicious taste he will bid for the support of 
the vicious, and it is a sufficiently large 
class, it must lie confessed, to aflbrd 
a good many newspapers material support. 
But if the proprietor has any ambition 
beyond that of immediate money-getting, 
if he has a conscience still quick to the 
sense of decency and his duty to his fel­ 
low-men, he will decline to prostitute his 
journal to libidinous and erotic tastes, or 
to make it a means for depraving the young. 
There is no other conclusion than this 
o be reached, that a newspaper which per­ 
sistently prints smut; which searches for 
and dishes up enticingly, matter detailing 
amours and vulgar scandals; which pub­ 
lishes from its own correspondents and 
writers or others, reading matter that cor­ 
rupts the sensibilities aud vitiates the 
tastes, reflects the viciousness and de­ 
pravity of its proprietor. 
It is hollow mockery to contend that the 
publisher of such a paper can be pure 
in mind and thought, and truly re­ 
spect his wife and sons and daughters- 
He cannot himself be clean in heart while 
daily engaged in polluting the atmosphere 
of society by industriously circulating the 
most abominable recitals and libidinous 
stories, gross and obscene tales, and filling 
his columns with the records of lubricity 
and bawdiness. Yet that is precisely what 
is being done in more than one case. 
Indeed, the story comes direct of one of 
the Cajrs local contemporaries, which com­ 
pels its writers to invent and send to press 
coarse and lascivious literature. When 
the paper fails to contain such matter, 
the manager comes down like a wolf upon 
the fold and exacts of his toilers the pro­ 
duction of salacious articles, and if there 
is no basis of truth upon •vhieh to build 
them, they must have recourse to their 
fancy. The men rebel, of course, but are 
helpless to resist except at the sacrifice of 
the bread that feeds their families. 
The defense of such managers is that “it 
pays,” and that the public demand it. On 
the same plane of reasoning it would pav 
them better to publish anew the “ Venus 
Miscellany," and reprint from the pages of 
the forbidden books. According to such 
justi^cation cf means, the departure cer­ 
tainly would “pay,” and that portion of 
the public to which such matter is ad­ 
dressed would make the consumption of 
the printed sheets keep pace with the 
ability to produce them. 
Says the Call: “ There are two particular 
respects in which our newspapers on this 
coast may be improved. Alore care utav 
Ire taken to print nothing in the newspaper 
which can offend the most fastidious reader 
The expurgation of police reports, and re­ 
ports of trials involving the relations o(- 
the sexes may be more thorough than it is. 
A newspaper is not published for the use 
of adult males only. It lies on tables in 
drawing-rooms and dining-rooms, and is 
read by boys and girls. It should contain 
not a line nor a word which a well-bred 
person would refrain from using in the so­ 
ciety of young ladies.” 
The application of such a code to some 
of the journals of California would require 
a complete revolution of their methods 
and policies, or else the putting up of the 
shutters. 
Fortunately for the cause of 
journalism it does not lack for protesting 
members. The clean newspapers give the 
lie to the cowardly defense of the smuttv 
sheets, that they respond only to 
the public demand. Such journals as 
the New York Evening Poet, the New York 
Tribune, New York Times, Philadelphia 
Becord, Cleveland Leader, Boston Adver­ 
tiser, several of the Chicago, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis papers, and an army of jour­ 
nals throughout the East and a majority 
of those in San Francisco, and the very 
large majority of those of interior Califor­ 
nia refuse to cater to the bawdy taste or 
participate in the business of sending into 
the family to be read by sons and 
daughters, 
wives and mothers, words 
which, if the author of the lascivious 
literature ventured to utter in the pres­ 
ence of his client’s family, would cause to 
be visited upon him by its head such 
chastisement as would put his life in peril. 
It is not to be denied that these salacious 
journals have their influence. They are 
read by a class all too large, with avidity 
they poison the social atmosphere; they 


A New York clothing house has tried 
profit-sharing for one year, and with sac 
cess in all respects, employers and employes 
being mutually pleased. Mayor Hewitt, of 
New York, is a member of a great iron- 
manufacturing firm, Some years ago Mr. 
Hewitt was convinced of the economy and 
general beaefits of profit-sharing, but 
did not then, when he should, in­ 
augurate the system. 
But 
he has 
now made an offer to the employes, 
the main features of which are that 
they shall take charge of the works, elect 
their own officers and managers, adjust the 
working system, and go on with the indus­ 
try, guaranteeing to the owners of the 
plant and good will 6 per cent., after a due 
margin of reserve for repairs and the keep­ 
ing of the works up to the best standard of 
excellence. But an element in the scheme 
is the fact that for some years the works 
have not yielded a good profit to the firm, 
and for recent years have suffered loss,still 
the wages have not been decreased. AVhen, 
therefore, the wage-winners demand an in­ 
crease of pay, the firm say to them: Take 
the business, and sec for yourselves that 
we have not in fact drawn from the busi­ 
ness as good wages as the employes. But 
we believe the business will yield a living 
to you under the profit-sharing plan, which 
will conserve economy and augment your 
energy. 
Nearly all the employes are members of 
the Knights of Labor, and they have taken 
time to consult with the Order before re­ 
sponding to the offer. If the men accept 
the plan. Mr. Hewitt believes that perhaps 
they 
may develop from 
the 
ex­ 
periment a co-operative scheme directly 
in line with the system Senator Stanford 
has recently advocated. Indeed, the offer 
of Cooper, Hewitt & Co. is very near co­ 
operation already. It amounts to very 
little more than renting to a body of 
skilled workers a manufacturing plant, the 
profits of which may enable them in good 
time to purchase the establishment. 
But the offer will have an especially 
weighty influence in one particular respect. 
It will open up to them the employer side 
of the labor question, and expose to them 
all 
the involvements of that class, 
and all that is required of it to 
successfully conduct a great business. 
They will discover the exact relation be­ 
tween profits and wages, and losses and 
wages ; just what is involved in payin: 
employe» a fixed sum regardless of the 
fluctuations of trade and commerce, and 
in this respect the teaching will be of the 
highest value to skilled workers, and tend 
to disabuse the minds of employes of 
many gross errors. 
In profit-sharing generally the proprie­ 
tor retains the position of employer, as 
illustrated by the Wannemaker experi­ 
ment in Philadelphia ; the Weinstock & 
Lubin successful experiment in Sacra­ 
mento; the demonstrated feasibility of the 
system by the Nelson manufacturing con­ 
cern of St. Louis; the Bon Marche of 
Paris; the famous establishment of it 
Goodin, at Guise, France; the Hazards 
Woolen Mills, of Khode Island ; the Pills- 
burv Flouring Mills, of Minneapolis; the 
Pape Belting Company,of New Hampshire; 
Allen & C-o., and the Hoffman & Billings 
Manufacturing Company, of Wisconsin. 
But under the Cooper, Hewitt & Co.’s 
offer the employers absolutely withdraw-, 
remaining, if at all, in the capacity of 
profit-sliarers with the others, their rela­ 
tion as lessors being distinct from that of 
employer, because the management and re­ 
sponsibility all passes over to the workers. 
In another column we publish an ac­ 
count of an instance of dividing the profits 
of labor, as exemplified in the experience 
of a firm in Auburn, Me. The house em­ 
ploys 700 men, women and children. One 
year ago the firm proposed to the workers 
to set aside a fair amount for interest on 
the capital invested, for risks, mainte­ 
nance, depreciation, etc., and then to di­ 
vide any remaining profit between em­ 
ployers and workers, in tiie proportion 
that the labor bears to the cost of the 
goods. The firm retained control, but a 
committee of the workers was permitted 
to inspect the business and have knowledge 
of the details, in order that they could re­ 
port that good faith had been kept. The 
proposition was accepted, but with doubl­ 
ings and suspicion. Last month, the year 
having expired, the workers assembled to 
learn the result. The committee reported 
that the firm had dealt fairly and managed 
honestly, and rebuked the incredulity with 
which the wage-winners had received the 
proposition. It then reported that in ad- 
lition to the wages paid for the year, and 
which iiad been kept tip to the best stand­ 
ard, there was due the workers a dividend 
of four per cent., so that the artisans re­ 
ceived about $12,000 in addition to their 
wages. It was also reported by the com­ 
mittee that the dividend would have been 
larger had the faith of the wage-winners 
been greater, by which economy would 
have been more conserved and mate­ 
rials used with less waste. This is but one 
instance of what labor and capital, when 
working in harmony, may accomplish, and 
indicates what greater possibilities there 
are for wage-winners under the broader 
and better system—co-operation. 


“ A GLORIOUS ENACTMENT.” 
Two of the largest manufactures in the 
A\ est failed in Chicago the other day. 
and commercial and financial columns 
give this as the reason: “ The direct 
cause of the failures was the interstate 
commerce law.” And this, we take it, is 
but the beginning of the result of the at­ 
tempt to divert the currents of trade, and 
iuterrupt the operation of the laws of 
commerce. 
The failure of the Chicago houses was 
brought about by the inability of the man­ 
ufacturers to compete with rivals so situ­ 
ated that they could best ship by water 
routes over which the regulative scheme 
of the law does not extend its jurisdiction. 
Vs the Chicago Time* flatly puts it: 
And *o tte m eat wire-fence m anufacturing 
interest of Chicago disappears, brought to its 
death by the contrivance of demagogues and 
the meddling of legislative empiricism. It is 
only one more lesson added to the enormous 
volume of hum an experience that proves the 
unwisdom and certain evil of govem xental 
m eddling in the adm inistration of business 
affairs. The course of experience lias been every­ 
where the same, not only in the railway evolu­ 
tion. hut in all the adjustm ents and readju.-t- 
of society to its conditions. In this young 
nation, still in the flexible period of growth, 
when society most easily adapts itself to changes 
of environm ent, the conditions were peculiarly 
favorable to the adjustm ent of the relations of 
the railway system, .also in its infancy, to 
social

great West, with its vast and vigorous indus­ 
trial life, is the offspring of the railway. 
The authors of the bill (continues the Tine*) 
were lawyers wholly unpracticed in railway 
m anagem ent, aud devoid of experience in rail­ 
way administration. These gentlemen, with 
others of even less experience, devised the 
scheme which has wrecked already so many 
business interests, and wrought more injury, 
and given more cause for complaint and vigor­ 
ous proianity than any other nostrum of politi­ 
cal quackery that ever has been compounded 
by the ignorance of demagogues in this laud. 
It is a glorious enactm ent tor lawyers without 
clients, whose fees as attorneys for complain­ 
ants without interest or direct cause ot com­ 
plaint are chargeable as costs against railway 
cumpuaies. It Is a satisfactory enactm ent to 
persons that yearn to seek gain in committing 
the common-law offense called battery. It is a 
firotitable enactm ent for some remote place* 
ike the “ Zenith City of the Unsalted Seas” 
(sometimes called Duluth), whose trade it stim­ 
ulates at the cost of other places like Minneap­ 
olis aial St. Paul. It isa jolly enactm ent for the 
wtre-feuce m anufacturer whose establishm ent is 
conuected with his m arket by a navigable ditch 
aud whose competitors not so situated it ex­ 
tinguishes in bankruptcy. It is the very per­ 
fection of legislative wisdom for dunces that 
believe competition is the death of trade. And 
for the Socialist revolutionary that would have 
the Government undertake the adm inistration 
ol everything, beginning with the railways, it is 
the beginning of the lealization of his sweet 
dream of tire perfect happiness of every mau at 
the cost of the re st! It is au enactm ent, how­ 
ever that plainly is unsuited to the active stute 
of tilings iu this world. 
LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. 
In our news columns this morning will 
be found an announcement of the inten­ 
tion of the railroad company to put on 
between this city and Folsom an accom­ 
modation train for passengers, which is to 
reach here from Folsom just before 7 in 
the morning, and return to Folsom at ó:10 
in the evening. It is to make three 
stoppages within the city limits upon the 
south, another just beyond the city, and 
at the usual stations besides. This action 
by the railroad company will prove a great 
convenience to those who work or do busi­ 
ness in the city, and desire to have homes 
in the suburbs, or to reach points between 
here and Folsom after business hours. It 
is not to lie expected thnt this new train 
will pay at first. It will take some time 
for people to adjust themselves to the sit­ 
uation, so as to avail of its full benefit. 
But it is sincerely to lie Imped that it will 
be so used as to w-arrant its being made 
permanent, as is, we learn, the intention 
of the company. It ought to and will 
prove, we feel confident, a powerful agency 
in settling suburban Sacramento, and in 
securing the erection of many more homes 
in the more sparsely settled region 
east of Tw-entietli street, and south 
of the line of the 
road, as ¡well 
as 
north 
of 
it. 
The 
policy 
of the company in putting on this train 
may be taken as a warrant of its belief in 
the great advantages of the suburban sec­ 
tion, and of its confidence that the whole 
region between the city and the foothills 
will be largely increased in population by 
the incoming of new people, aud by the 
securing of homes in the suburbs by very 
many of our people now living in the more 
thickly-settled parts of the city. 
THE CITY WINS. 
In another column will he found a de­ 
cision by the Superior Court of Sacra­ 
mento, Hon. J. W. Armstrong presiding, 
which is of profound importance to Sacra­ 
mento. The question involved was the 
right of the holders of the city’s bonds to 
the surplus remaining in the general fund, 
the Water Works, school, fire department 
and special street funds, at the dose of the 
fiscal year ending April, 1885. The Court 
holds that the bondholders have no vested 
right in the surplus of either of the funds, 
and refuses the mandamus asked for. The 
opinion of Judgo Armstrong discusses the 
whole question of the power of the Legis­ 
lature to control the right of the muni­ 
cipality to levy taxes, raise revenue and 
pay its debts. He holds that Legislature 
may limit or withdraw the right at any 
time. The decision should be read by all 
citizens feeling an interest in city financial 
affairs. It will be found to be lucid and 
strong, and to throw much light upon the 
relation of the city to its creditors. 


THE MECHANICS’’ INsTITl I F PLOTS 
TO DESriiOY IT. 


A V igorous Protest anil A ppeal from

R ecorii-U nion: A rin g or clique, 
I do not know which, and care less, in the 
Board of Directors of the Mechanics’ Insti­ 
tute of this city, have started out on an ex­ 
pedition to break down and destroy the 
usefulness of the State Fair, which, under 
State law, is held each year in Sacramento.

fornia. San Francisco, not satisfied with 
sucking the balance of the State as one 
would an orange, squeezing every drop of 
juice out of it, now wants to go after the 
seeds and the skin. 
The course marked out by the Mechanics' 
Institute is nothing more nor less than a 
menace to the very best interests of the 
entire State. In its design and intent it is 
thoroughly and intensely selfish. There is 
not an agricultural section of the State that 
will not come under this baleful influence 
should it succeed in its object. The organ­ 
ization of the Mechanics' Institute had 
nothing whatever to do with agriculture^ 
but when it was established it was 
solely in the interest of mechanic arts. 
Every agricultural district in the State 
should sympathize with the State Agri­ 
cultural Society in the onslaught made 
upon it by the avaricious aud greedy mem­ 
bers of the Mechanics’ Institute, and do 
everything in their power to thwait the 
Mechanic's institute in this brigandage at­ 
tempt to wrest from other sections of the 
State that to which they are legally and 
equitably entitled, in order to swell the 
already enormous revenue of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute, for which during many 
years past but little in return lias been 
given. This is a matter that does not con­ 
cern the northern, southern, eastern or 
western portion of the State as an isolated

Now let the people of 
Sacramento, who certainly must feel re­ 
freshed after the long sleep they have 
enjoyed, see what they can do to arouse 
a responsive sentiment oil the part 
of 
the 
agriculturists of the State 
in the efforts to resist the attempt of 
the Mechanics’ Institute. The Mechanics' 
Institute, through its Board of Directors, 
have appealed to the business men of San 
Francisco to raise $100,000 in order to break 
down and ruin the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety ; now, let the Board of Trade of Sac­ 
ramento protest against this action of the 
Mechanics’ Institute and see what can be 
raised in Sacramento in order to prevent 
the act of vandalism that is about to be 
attempted. While the whole State is in­ 
terested in the maintenance and success of 
the State Society, Sacramento is particu 
larly interested by reason of its location, 
and the pride of its people should be 
aroused to an extent that would enable 
them to entirely defeat the machinations of 
their enemies, as set forth above. There is 
no time to lose. The time has gone by 
for sleeping on arms. The Mechanics' in­ 
stitute is in action, and therefore an armed 
neutralist is first cousin to desertion. Wake 
up then and go to work. God helps those 
who help themselves.

RECEPTION TO MBS. STANFORD 


A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
Larkin A venue the Scene of a Cruel 
M urder and a Sutciile. 
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[S. F. Alta, May 2 >th.] 
About half-past 2 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, Philip Kienburg, cabinetmaker, shot 
and kiUed Miss Mary Fassler. Immed - 
ately afterward he shot himself through 
the heart. His victim was a dressmaker in­ 
occupation. Since the death of her pa­ 
rents six years ago. Miss Fassler has r.-- 
sided with the family of H. lluant, at 471 
Seventeenth street. The unfortunate young 
lady was possessed of a large circle of 
friends, who speak in the highest terms of 
her character, Miss Fassler was quite a 
prepossessing young lady in appearance, 
about live feet seven inches in bight, and 
of the brunette type, She was of a kindly 
disposition, aud was beloved by all who 
knew her. 
Kienburg was madly in love with Miss 
Fussier, having been acquainted with her 
for nearly a year. About four months ago 
he proposed marriage to her, but was re­ 
fused, ber affections being, apparently, cen­ 
tered on Peter Schiebel, a butcher, to whom 
Miss Fassler was to have been married to­ 
day. Upon receiving the young lady’s 
declination of marriage Kic-nburginformed 
her that he would kill her rather than let 
her marry another. 
Yesterday Kienburg met Miss Fassler 011 
the street and requested an interview. She 
refused to talk on the street, but invited 
him to return to Mrs. Franks, which he 
did. The two mounted the stairway lead­ 
ing to the second floor and went directly to 
the parlor. What passed between the two 
will never be known, for in a few minutes 
the lady ran into the ballwav and up the 
stairs to the third floor, quickly followed bv 
iter maniacal lover, who had a revolver in 
his hand. Miss Fassler entered a bedroom 
on the third floor and threw herself upon 
a bed. face downward, pleading with the 
insane man. Her shriek of “ Oh, Philip, 
for God’s sake, don't!’ was followed by 
three shots in rapid succession, the deadly 
missiles entering her back, one of the bul­ 
lets passing through her heart, killing her 
instantly. With the still smoking revolver 
in his hand Kienburg walked into an ad 
joining room and. placing the muzzle of 
the pistol to his breast, sped a bullet 
through his heart. 
lit a little while the curious crowd, at­ 
tracted by the noise of the shooting and the 
rumors that quickly flew about, swarmed 
into the bouse to view the scene of the 
tragedy and comment on the appearance 
of the bodies. It was not long, however, 
before both bodies were taken in charge 
by Coroner Stanton and removed to the 
Morgue. 
Both Kienburg and his victim were mem­ 
bers of St. Boniface's Church, on Golden 
Gat? avenue. Miss Fassler was of a re­ 
ligious turn of mind and attended church 
upon every opportunity. It was learned 
last night that she attended confession yes­ 
terday before doing her shopping.

H appy K indergarten Children Pay Horn 
age to Their B enefactress. 
(9. F. Bulletin, May 20th.J 
Saratoga Hall was filled to its utmost ca­ 
pacity with a delighted and enthusiastic 
audience, who gathered to witness the re­ 
ception exercises of the little kindergart- 
ners in honor of their kind benefactress 
Mrs. Leland Stanford, this afternoon. The 
hall was beautifully decorated for the occa­ 
sion with palms, evergreens, potted plants 
and flowers. Jnst in front of the large 
stage was a table literally covered with 
floral tributes. At tlie right, in the seat of 
honor, sat Mrs. Stanford, Honorary Presi­ 
dent of the Golden Gate Kindergarten As­ 
sociation. Hundreds of little children 
threw flowers at her feet as they marched 
in the line before her. Mrs. Cooper, the 
President of the association, sat at the left, 
the officers, directors and managers in 
groups on either side. 
Mrs. Cooper, tiie President of the asso­ 
ciation, opened the exercises with a brief 
address, tendering the thanks of the asso­ 
ciation to Mrs. Stanford for her generous 
aid to the kindergartens. Nine years ago, 
said Mrs. Cooper, there was not a single 
free kindergarten in the State. Now there 
are between forty and fifty. From the 
earliest organization of kindergarten work 
until the present time Mrs. Stanford has 
given nearly $90,000 toward the upbuilding 
and support of the free kindergartens. 
There are now enrolled in the Stanford 
schools nearly G00 children. Since the es­ 
tablishment of those schools over 1,500 
children have been uuder training in the 
S'anford kindergartens. 
Dr. Barrows made the concluding ad­ 
dress. The piano now struck the signal, 
and the children marched in. bearing beau­ 
tiful banners with appropriate inscrip­ 
tions. Stanford No. 3 came first, and all 
the children threw flowers at the feet of 
their benefactress, as they passed in review 
before her, and took their places in the 
ring. Their lovely banner bore the inscrip­ 
tion, “ Children, the Hope of onr Homes 
and Country.” At a given signal they 
turned and sang a lively song of welcome 
and of greeting to Mrs. Stanford, throwing 
kisses as they sang. Her eyes filled with 
tears, and smiles and tears struggled for 
the mastery. Then they turned again, and 
with their little heads' bowed and hands 
folded, they chanted their morning prayer. 
Then came the motion songs and games. 
Each class gave some favorite play. 
In an adjacent hall were deposited the 
gifts of Mrs. Stanford to the children. For 
every little girl there was a beautiful china 
tea seat, and for every boy a box of tools. 
Beside these a bountitul collation of cakes 
and candies was in reserve, all gifts from 
the same kind hand. All in all. the chil­ 
li ten of the Stanford Kindergartens never 
had a happier day. The Sutter, Union and 
Mission street-car lines transported the 
children free of charge, and the attaches 
were most attentive and kind in aiding the 
teachers in their care of the little one. The 
Principals of the Stanford schools are 
Misses Jennie Wheaton. Annie Kerrick, 
May Lovelend, Louise Patch and Mary 
Gamble, all of whom ate skillful kinder- 
gariners. having graduated from the Cali­ 
fornia Kindergarten Training-school.

Flower Festival. 
“ Blessed be God for flowers; 
For the bright .gentle, holy thoughts that breathe 
From out their odorous beauty like a wreath 
Of sunshine on life's hours." 
At Turner Hall, last evening, a floral les- 
tival and promenade concert was given 
under the auspices of the ladies of the St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church. Nature has done 
much for Saeramento iti the way of flow­ 
ers. In the gardens of this city, in almost 
every dooryard, are to be found specimens 
of the entire flora of earth. Tender plants 
that only put iorth their petals when pro­ 
tected in hot-houses, in other sections, 
here grow to perfection and bloom in the 
open air. requiring as little cultivation 
and culture as do the hardier vegetables.

On the 
representation that tbe paint was a lire and 
water proof preparation, plaiDtiff in 1884 
purchased the right for Sacramento county, 
paying $2,500 therefor, and also purchased 
$545 of Mott’s paint from the company, 
but the paint did not prove to be as repre­ 
sented, and he lost much money in his 
preparations to use it and in painting 
buildings with it. as the mixture would not 
resist the action ot the elements Tor even 
six months.

A large audience attended last evening 
on the occasion of the first appearance 
here of the tragedian Frederick Warde. 
The play was “ Virginiua.” Something 
of the warmth of the indorsement the 
artist received may be gathered from the 
statement that the applause began earl}- in 
the first act—at the close of which Mr. 
Warde was recalled—and grew in fre­ 
quency and intensity until, at the close 
ot the tourtb, it became a demon­ 
stration, and the actor was called out 
three successive times to bow his ac­ 
knowledgments and receive fresh testimo­ 
nials of approval by an intelligent audi­ 
ence. Excepting only op one occasion, 
when Mr. Booth was as frequently ap­ 
plauded, no other instance is recalled dur­ 
ing fifteen years past iu which a .Sacra­ 
mento audience was so emphatic and dem­ 
onstrative in recognition of an artist in the 
walks of the legitimate. The number of 
actors is not great to-day who cau ade­ 
quately express the depth of emotion 
which marks the character of Virginius. 
The actors of high promise and severe 
study are now so few that it is no won­ 
der audiences indulge in such de­ 
monstrative expressions of approval 
and 
pleasure 
when 
one 
appears 
who reveals to them the true coinage of 
art. Warde's method is more demonstrat­ 
ive than was that of McCullough, more 
formal than that ot Booth, and his voice 
is less smooth and flexible, rising at times 
to roughness in its tones, and his method 
occasionally verging upon the extravagant. 
But these are minor points of considera­ 
tion, that disappear in the masterly com­ 
pleteness ot liis whole performance. To 
one who has read the sad story of Yir- 
ginius, but has not interpreted its dramatic 
representation, the etfort. of Mr. Warde 
will fill the ideal of what such an 
one would conceive the wronged Roman 
chieftain to be. Compared with others de­ 
fects appear, and yet Mr. Warde beside an v 
will rank as au artist of the higher order. 
His impassioned appeal to the Roman pop­ 
ulace to resent the cruelties of Appias 
Claudius; his expression of the depths 
and tenderness of love for his daughter; 
his touching tribute to his dead friend 
Dentatua; the whirlwind of passion and 
grief that tore him on hearing of the 
seizure of Virginia, made the Virginius 
of Mr. Warde a great character, one 
to awaken genuine admiration, and tiiut 
drew from the audience the remarkably 
warm and just demonstrations of last 
evening. His support wns good, and the 
company as a whole is strong. Notably 
the Dentatus of Rand, the Virginia of Miss 
Blair, and the Icillius of Mr. Herman were 
dramatic efforts worthy of pronounced 
commendation. To-night Mr. Warde will 
appear as Richard Hi. This afternoon a 
double hill — “ Delicate Ground” and 
“ Kathrine and Petruchio.” The success 
of last evening has led Mr. Church to pre­ 
vail upon Warde to give an extra perform­ 
ance to-morrow evening, when “ Gallia, the 
Gladiator,” will he played. It is a Roman 
tragedy, in which Mr. Warde createil a 
sensation in dramatic circles in Now York 
iast January, and which won him some of 
liis chief triumphs in San Francisco re­ 
cently. It gives him an acting part of ex­ 
ceeding strength of text tor the most ef­ 
fective of reading.

How the R attlesnakes Have Made Cap­ 
tain Stover Rich. 
A correspondent has visited the cele­ 
brated snake farm—“ rattlesnake forty ’’— 
near Galton, Illinois, owned and managed 
by Captain Dan. Stover and wife, and as­ 
sisted by W illiam Dunn, agent of the Illi­ 
nois Central Depot. 
It might he surmised 
that the breeding and propagation of 
rattlesnakes and other reptiles was not onlv 
a dangerous hut an unpleasant occupation. 
However, these poor hut honest people 
have learned that there is money in 
snakes, and last year they cleared aíraost 
enough from their sales to pay the ex­ 
penses of the family of four. 
“ Who buys rattlesnakes, and what on 
earth do they want with them T\ you ask. 
Why, for use in the manufacture of the 
new cure for rheumatism. A firm in Phila­ 
delphia uses the oil in their remedy, and 
pays a good price for every rattlesnake de­ 
livered at their laboratory. 
Mr. Stover 
has contracted with the firm to furnish 
them two hundred anti fifty of that species 
during the present season at §2 25 each, 
none to measure leas than four feet in 
length, or to he less than six years of age. 
The older the snake the better and stronger 
the oil. 
Sunday the sun shone out bright and 
warm, which brought out the snakes in 
large numbers to bask in the warm rays, 
and, as Mr. Stover said, would be a good 
day to take a stroll over “ rattlesnake 
forty.” 
Procuring a good stout stick and 
donning a heavy pair of boots, your cor­ 
respondent joined Stover and Dunn in the 
hunt. 
Dunn is a comparatively new man 
in the snake business, and has had several 
narrow escapes from being bitten hv the 
deadly reptiles, hut he is learning fast. To 
show us how easy it is to kill a snake, he 
picked up a blue racer by the tail, that 
was lying coiled up in the sunlight, in a 
half comatose condition, and giving it a 
couple of whirls over his head in a light­ 
ning manner, he cracked it like a whip, 
causing its head to part from its body anil 
spin through the air. 
Proceeding a little 
further, we came to “ the mounds,” little 
raised places on the snake farm, where the 
snakes burrow in winter anil breed iu sum­ 
mer. 
There are thirty-seven of these 
mounds on the farm, and on the smith side 
of one of the largest of these, where they 
could get the full benefit of the sun, lay 
coiled up, sound asleep, forty-three large 
rattlesnakes, seven blacksnakes and numer­ 
ous other smaller reptiles, not one of which 
seemed to recognize our presence. 
Stover 
and Dunn do not kill off the whole crop 
yearly, hut leave many for breeding pur­ 
poses. 
“ Why,” said the former, “ that mound 
there contains probably a dozen nests of 
eggs, and each nest at least ten eggs. 
I 
have found nests that contained as high 
as eighteen young rattlers, the largest not 
over two inches in length. 
Their eggs are 
about the size of those of a partridge, but 
have a soft shell. 
The farm is a tract of 
virgin prairie, and~has never seen a plow, 
and Dan says in summer its native grass is 
very high, rendering it an excellent place 
for the reptiles to hide in.” 
After retiring to the house, the two 
snake-breeders exhibited a string of rattles 
several feet in length, which they captured 
last summer, the whole footiug up 758 rat­ 
tles. 
Some of the snakes possessed twenty-five 
rattles and a button, each rattle counting 
a year to its age and the button a fraction 
of a year. 
Mrs. Stover also liad in a box of sawdust 
under a cook-stove twenty-seven rattle­ 
snake eggs, which, she said, would begin 
to hatch in a few days, after which event 
the children would be kept busy catching 
flies to feed the tiny nets. 
Stover and Dunn have several pet rat­ 
tlers around the house, which are xs harm 
less as kittens, made so by their jioison sac 
having been removed from the roofs of 
their mouths and their fangs clipped with 
pinchers, all this being done while the 
snakes were under the influence of chloro­ 
form. 
They have no equal as mice exter­ 
minators, and in summer keep the place 
Iree from bugs, flies and bad boys. 
It is needless to say the neighbors’ chil­ 
dren do not trouble the Stover household 
or their premises. 
Besides supplying the Philadelphia firm 
with snakes for their use, the breeders 
have filled orders for different parties in 
all parks of the country. 
A doctor in St. 
Louis took several live pairs last summer 
at $5 per pair.— Cincinnati Gazette. 


HINTS WORTH REMEMBERING. 


A few drops of am m onia in hard water 
will not only soften it, but will remove dirt 
better than soap. 
If an egg is clear and golden in appear­ 
ance when held to the light, it is good ; if 
dark or spotted, it is bad. 
Large squares of pasteboard are handy to 
slip under pots, ketiles, stew-dishes and 
spiders whenever you set them down. 
A roasted or boiled lemon, filled while 
hoc with sugar and eaten still hot just be­ 
fore retiring, will often break up a cold. 
By putting a little vinegar on a fish it 
will keep perfectly, even in very hot 
weather, and the flavor is often improved. 
1 f the saucepan in which m ilk is to be 
boiled should first be moistened with wa­ 
ter, it will prevent the milk from burning. 
To keep drain pipes from clogging with 
grease, place a lum p of salsoda over the 
aperture aud flood frequently with boiling 
water. 
Copperas is splendid for the cleansing of 
sinks. 
It is odorless, and, it occasionally 
used, will prevent any foul odors aPout the 
kitchen. 
To clean satin that has become greasyi 
sponge lengthwise, never across the width, 
witli benzine, alcohol or borax water. Press 
on the wrong side. 
To keep the cake from sticking to the pan 
without using paper, after greasing the pan 
sift a little flour in, then turn it over and 
shake out all that you can. 
To clean knives cut a small potato in 
two, din one-half in brick dust and rub 
• be knives. 
Rust and stain wiW disappear 
like magic from their surface. 
To clean brasses belonging to mahogany 
furniture, use either powdered whiting or 
scraped rotten stone mixed with sweet oil 
and rub on with a chamois skin. 
Velvet wears better if brushed with a hat 
brush by Dressing down into the nap and 
then turning the brush as on an axis to 
flirt out the lint. Do not brush backward 
or forward. 
To preY’ent polished steel from rusting 
after cleaning aud when not in use, take a 
cloth with a very little sweet oil on it and 
wipe the articles over slightly, but evenly, 
to oil the surface. 
Sew on buttons over a darning needle, 
and when done pull out the needle, and the 
buttons will be found to be much looser 
than those sewed on in the ordinary way, 
and will not pull off as easily.

RAMBLES IN JAPAN. 


PECULIARITIES OF TRAVEL AND 


THE SURROUNDING SCENES. 


Too M uch C om pany at B a th —P a c k ­ 
m en vs. H orse6 — O rien tal B icy ­ 
c lin g —F estiv a l o f B olls. 


[R ecord-Union Correspondence. 1 
O ren, M arch 23, 1887. 
T he Tokaido is one of th e most famous 
highw ays of Jap a n , and has its beginning 
at th e Ja p an bridge in Tokio, and ex ten d ­ 
ing 325 m iles to K ioto, at w hich jioint I 
began mv trip overland to Y okoham a. N ot 
being in th e best hum or th is m orning in 
Otsu, they having annoyed me by keeping 
m y passport and trying to override me in 
regard to my hururna fare, I paid m y b ill 
in m ost solemn silence, and arose w ith all 
th e dignity i possess, but alas, not taking 
into consideration th e low ceiling of a 
Japanese house, my d ignity was drenched 
in a show er of petroleum and broken glass 
from th e hanging lam p w ith w hich 1 had 
come in contact. 
I linally got started w ith 
m y new h arum a m an, O buchi D ikichi, who 
has l>een recom mended highly in regard to 
legs. 
lie is to take m e to Y okoham a, 
about 300 miles, for $10, and to-day has 
k ept his word as far as Seki in Ise, a dis­ 
tance of 43 miles, l>etween th e hours of 8 
a . m. and 4 p. m., w ith a rest by th e way. 
For th e first tim e 1 saw th e old style 


JAPANESE TRAVELING—CAKT IN USE. 
T here are tw o clum sy wheels, and th e body 
of th e cart, about six feet in length, rests 
directly upon th e axle-tree, and is car- 
[icted w ith m atting. 
A screen and roof of 
straw or fine bamboo cloth completes the 
vehicle. 
1 saw a party of six good-sized 
people, w ith considerable luggage, being 
draw n in one of these by two sm all boys, 
and another draw n by two women, in blue 
cotton tights, contained a m an and tiiree 
women sound asleep. 
E very native trav­ 
eler carries a gourd full (and often em ptied) 
of some kind of liquor, these n atu ral bot­ 
tles are of m any shapes and sizes, one be­ 
ing in th e exact form of a duck. 
Pheas­ 
ants w ith beautiful plum age are hanging 
up at m ost of th e hostelries. 
A most des­ 
perate clim b up one of th e nearest to per­ 
pendicular roads 1 know of brought me 
my, now tandem , equipage to Tsuchiyam a. 
T he road, here descending, is so steep as 
to m ake it necessary to go a-foot, but I 
found a short cut through th e grounds of a 
tem ple w here new fern fronds and the 
close-clinging ficus q uite covered th e rocks. 
T his district is noted for its tea, and the 
green cushions and long velvety lounge­ 
like hedges add a special charm to th e 
landscape. 


TAKING 
A 
BATH 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 
W hile about to take m y bath at th e ho­ 
tel, and when just touching the tips of my 
toes to th e Iniiling hot w ater prepared for 
me, th e whole fam ily, father, m other and 
three daughters, cam e to wish m e a pleas­ 
ant bath. 
Before I thought I ducked un­ 
der th e w ater, but I stood it till they left, 
although it did seem as though they would 
never cease bowing and paying com pli­ 
m ents, all of w hich I returned, enveloped 
like some of th e people in Fox’s “ Book of 
M artyrs” in a blinding steam . T hey did 
go at last, and I jum ped out as red as a 
lobster and I leel red even now. 
My dinner consisted of 
clam 
soup, 
-liriuqw w ith 
a piquant sauce, a finely- 
baked fish, beef stew w ith onions, and an­ 
other dish unknown, sake, tea and sweet 
preserve. 
All served in Satsum a ware. 


ALONG THE WAY. 
M a rc h 24th— T his m orning the shaji were 
opened by a little boy in th e n ex t room, 
whom 1 had heal'd talking about the for­ 
eigner ever since I a rriv e d ; he kneeled 
down and wished me good m orning w ith 
th e self-possessiou of an old man. 
H is 
undergow n was purple and his outer of 
brocaded pea-green, faced w ith orange. 
I dined upon spiced pheasant and went 
on m v way rattlin g over a fine road. 
T he 
cam ellias arc in bloom, like drops of blood 
amid th e dazzling green of th e leaves, the 
trees being taller than our oaks at home. 
T he m any women in th eir doorways (m any 
of th e poorer houses, built of m ud, have 
no shojt) spinning w ith frail wheels ol 
bamboo surrounded by th e ir children, was 
a pretty sight in every village street. 
T he red m ail-carts, draw n 
l>y 
men, 
passed often, for th e m ail arrangem ents, as 
also th e telegraph, are adm irably well 
conducted. 
It is interesting to note the different 
styles ot E nglish used in Jap an . 
H ere it 
q uite savors of the sea, and th e landlord 
addresses me as “ passenger," and speaks of 
m y sm all luggage as “ cargo.” 
W ith 
kururna, man, “ cargo” and self, I crossed 
th e Bay of O w ari to M iya in a w retched 
little steam er, a distance of twenty-five 
miles. 
It was refreshing to see th e w ater ; 
th e reach of yellow beach, in sunlight, d i­ 
vided from the distant, sharplv-cut ridges 
by a line of black-green trees, and, farther 
yet beyond, masses of blue m ountains 
show ed th e w hite crown of Fudo-yam a, 
looking as great as the m onarch of Surnga. 


TOO MUCH I.ATE COMPANY. 
M y room at M iya is w ith a lovely o u t­ 
look, but I have ju st killed th e first flea 
of the season, as it hopped on m y paper. 
I f you were to fire a pea at any hole in a 
Japanese wall you would be p retty sure, if 
it w ent through, to put out somebody’s 
eve ; 
as a m atter of politeness I always 
bow, and say “ good nig h t ” tow ard every 
peep-hole. 
T his evening I had not been 
in m y room ten m inutes w hen th e girl 
brought me a card, on w hich a nam e was 
scraw led in 
English, 
and 
th e words, 
"C om e out, w ill i tell w ithyou.” I thought 
th at w ith so much English language more 
E nglish m anners were fitting, so I sent 
word th a t if anybody wanted to “ tell ” 
with me they m ight come to u e. 
A ll dif­ 
ficulties were, however, at once removed by 
th e girl m oving the wall aside, and thus 
m aking it unnecessary for eith er of us to 
come o r go. 
W ith a stock of about ten 
words we “ to ld ” w ith each other u n til I 
was tired, ami closed the conversation and 
th e w all. 
T here are three servant girls in 
this hotel, and each has but one eve ; l>e- 
iug in Asia, and w ith th e storv of the 
three callendars of th e “ A rabian N ig h ts” 
in my mind, there is som ething m ysteri­ 
ously uncanny about these single-eyed 
hand-m aideus. 


A N EW M E R IT FOR M A TR IM O N Y . 
M a r c h 25th.— T he day has been a com­ 
paratively dull one, th e route lying over a 
level trac t of country, w ith little save the 
overflowed rice fields, in w hich the stubble 
of last year still shows. 
T h ere is a ra il­ 
way running from M iya to Nagoya, a city 
of considerable im portance, having near 
400,006 inhabitants. 
It is the center for 
touch of th e tea shipm ents to Y okoham a. 
Passed a tem ple, w here, long ago, w hile a 
m aiden was praying, a rain-storm came, 
and as th e statue of the god was exposed 
she took off h er h at and covered it. 
A 
certain great noblem an happening to pass 
q u ite opportunely, saw this good act, and 
took th e g irl hom e and m arried her. 
I t 
is a good story; 
but the best part of it 
is, th a t even to th is day th e girls keep 
p u ttin g hats on the image, know ing the 
saying th a t “ history repeats itself.” 
The 
ruined castles of th e old Daimios stand out 
as th e only relief in the landscape; it 
hardly seems th a t it can be only tw enty 
years since these were deserted, they have 
fallen away so utterly. 
Save in a few of 
th e towns, 


POV ERTY IS E V E R Y W H E R E V ISIB L E. 
I t is not th e picturesque povertv w hich 
would please an a r tis t; it is "the dry, dusty, 
ra ttlin g poverty, parched and barretj. 
i 
am hard enough of heart to enjoy the 
pictures of m oist poverty, w here th e moss 
and iichen cling to th e thatch, and r.oisy 
stream s talk among ferns and tangled 
vines; but where th e sun-baked earth is 
cracked, and the blades of grass at the 
door-stone Drown and dead, I feei a twinge 
o f pain. 
Beggars, of course, abound ; th e 
most abject I have ever seen— even C hina 
cannot show worse. 
A ctually throw ing 
them selves before you in th e dust, they 
\ loan and cry in most agonizingly pitiful 
times, begging for w hat you will give them . 
M y m an says it is all acting, and I fear it 
js, but am glad th at, after all, it is not 
real, 
fcio I pass them all w ith closed purse 
and 
leave them lying flat, in a double 
sense. 
T he sim ilarity of 


JAPANESE AND CALIFORNIAN FLORA 
H as been th e subject of m any letters by 
scientists, and it is quite proven th a t the 
Black C urrent carries from Asia th e seeds 
brought to it hv th e rivers and in tim e de­ 
posits them on our shores or in th e Sand­ 
wich Islands ; logs and d rift of all kinds 
are constantly coming to A m erica, and 
have been for ages. 
Even th e great re­ 
sem blance of th e Indian and Japanese bear 
to each o th er Ls accounted for in th is m an­ 
ner. 
I have been m uch interested in th is 
su b ject; others who care to learn concern­ 
ing it can find m uch in C. IV. Brooks’ 
article in th e Evening Bulletin of M arch 
2 , 1875 ; also in th e “ M ikado’s E m pire.” 
U nder a cloudless sky to Toyohashi, on 
th e broad Tovo river, w ith a burning sun 
which m ade me grateful to m y um brella, 
gave little but rice fields to amuse me. 


INCIDENTS OF THE TRIP. 


M a r c h 2 0 t h . — Over a very rough road 
to-day to th e ham let of Shinjo, w here we 
went aboard a little steam er to cross th e 
Bay of Ilam ana. 
T his bay was a lake u n ­ 
til 1499, w hen an earthquake broke down 
th e barrier w hich separated it from th e 
sea, and thus changed its character. 
It is 
a lovely little hit of w ater,but not so little 
th a t th e steam er crosses it in a short tim e, 
and one needs a good am ount of patience. 
B ut I helped th e little vessel along by 
spreading m y um brella to th e wind. 
W e 
were— or at least 1 was— greatly disap­ 
pointed when, upon at last leaving the 
steam er, we were transferred to a J apáñ­ 
ese tow-boat and dragged d rearily along for 
several m iles further to H am am atsu. T he 
cabin of th e boat was but three feet high, 
and of course all the passengers sat upon 
the m atted floor aud smoked. 
Among the passengers was a husband 
and wife and th eir child of about three 
years of age; he was tall enough to bum p 
his head upon th e roof beams of th e cabin, 
and could talk well, so I suppose he was 
fully th at old, yet this youngster did not 
disdain to draw sustenance from nature’s 
fount (I am told th a t children six years 
old take m other’s m ilk), and th en to my 
great am usem ent he turned to his father, 
and taking th a t good m an’s cigarette had 
several whiffs, as if to show attention to 
both sides of th e house. 
I have never 
before seen m ilk and tobacco taken by a 
tliree-year-old, but th e show helped to pass 
the weary hours. 


JAPAN IS NOT RICH IN BIRDS, 
B ut th is afternoon I saw m any of th e little 
yellow and brown birds such as we have 
at home and m any w hite-collared spar­ 
rows. 
Crows are over-abundant, haw ks 
and eagles are daily seen aud th e beauti­ 
ful, graceful heron and stork, w hich occur 
so often in native pictures, are often adding 
th eir stately forms to some p retty land­ 
scape. 
T he Ten-sin river, w hich I crossed by a 
bridge nearly 1,000 feet long, is the largest 
river of th e Y okaido and comes from F uji- 
Tam a. 
I am glad to he again under the 
influence of F u ji; it was m y first love in 
Jap an , and I have alw ays greeted th e 
glorious m ountain from sea or shore w ith 
a special th rill of pleasure. 


THE FESTIVAL OF DOLLS. 


M a r c h 27th.— In crossing th e Oigawa, 
th e river w hich divides Totom i from 
Surnga, 1 noticed long baskets of strong 
bamboo filled w ith large stones and laid 
close together along th e banks, as a pro­ 
tection even stronger th an a stone wall. 
A toll bridge crosses th e river. 
I t is the 
festival of dolls, and in every house as I 
pass I can see a range of shelves, w here 
rows of dolls are placed w ith flowers and 
sw eetm eats before them . 
T he principal 
dolls represent th e M ikado and th e E m ­ 
press in ancient court dress. (Ira n im agine 
w hat “guys” th ey w ould be if dressed in 
the court costume of to-day), and gods and 
heroes of Japanese sto ry ; also the little 
w axen baby dolls we know so well. M any 
of these dolls are very old, and are treas­ 
ured in fam ilies for generations, but only 
brought ou t on th is festival. 
E very girl 
has two dolls given h er w hen she is in her 
first year. 
As she keeps those for life and 
each of her daughters has a pair, th e show 
at some of the houses is q uite elaborate. 
One little girl I m et had a tiny bottle of 
sake, w hich site told me was for the dolls. 


AX ORIENTAL BICYCLE CRAZE. 
T h eie seems to be a bicycle epidem ic in 
the towns along th e road. 1 counted up to 
one hundred, ami after th a t saw m any more. 
H undreds of th e old style and worn-out 
velocipedes have been sent here from 
Am erica, and bring about five yen each. 
M r. Stevens stopped at th is hotel, w here 1 
am, on his bicycle tour round th e world, 
and the youth of Shidznoka have caught 
the fever, and they w ill have a h ard tim e 
of it w ith th e rusty affairs which have been 
sent them . 
To-day m y old 
friends from home, 
whom 1 met here, were golden m ustard— 
a wasp w ith a sting, and a house-fly— 
w hile th is evening I hear mosquitoes at 
th e shoji, buzzing as th ey used to outside 
th e nets at th e < rolden Eagle, when 1 was 
a little boy s[tending m y first n ig h t in Sac­ 
ram ento. 
In the city is a most m agnificent wall 
and 
broad m oat, w hich 
form erly sur­ 
rounded th e castle of the Daim io. 
Some 
distance from here is th e public garden, 
w hich was once th e grounds of a tem ple. 
T h e tem ples still stand, and, indeed, are 
equal to those of N ikko in beauty, though 
th eir num ber is less. 
T he glorious clouds 
of pink and w hite fruit-flowers in these 
gardens, show ing out in most perfect love­ 
liness against th e evergreen-covered h ill­ 
sides, th e variegated cam ellia and bridal 
w reath, "ave an idea of the w ealth of na­ 
ture in this land. 
T h e sun had ju st gone down as I stood 
upon the h i ll ; to the rig h t lay fields of 
barley of a vivid green and then waves of 
m isty hills, 
i'o the left a sight too grand 
for w ords; the lower p a rt of F u ji of a 
purple color blended w iib ^ iie mists, a 
cloud was upon its su m m it^below w hich 
th e streaks ot snow in th e canyons reached 
out like fingers or rays from a star. 
T he 
cloud was golden or shining and th e snow 
streaks of crimson. 
1 looked till th e last 
tin ts faded away and then I w aited even 
longer for the w hite peak show n in the 
starlight. 
I have grown to like th e custom of re­ 
m oving th e shoes on entering a house, it 
gives such com plete rest. 
1 shall never 
again endure wearing heavy shoes all day 
since I have learned th e delight of m oving 
one’s toes about as freely as the lingers. 


RIVER AND MOUNTAIN. 
M a r c h 28th.— Crossing the F ugi river, 
not by th e bridge hut on foot over th e dry 
part of the bed, and by a ferry across the 
two sw ift stream s w hich flow near the 
center, was exciting and exceedingly in ­ 
teresting. 
T he river Ls th e sw iftest in 
Jap an , and as th e flat boats were quite 
lose from cable or any contrivance, but 
depended entirely upon th e bending bam ­ 
boo poles held by the two m en to keep 
them from going pell-m ell over the rapids, 
the struggle between m uscle and w ater­ 
power was w orth seeing. 
From here and th e Y oshiw ara village 
the view of th e famous m ountain is the 
best to be had, as it stands, w ithout obstruc­ 
tion, in one clean sweep, u p from the base 
to sum m it, w onderful in its sym m etry. 
T h e wind had blown away th e snow from 
th e most p ro m in e n t) idges, and the whole 
upper p art streaked w ith snow and rock 
rem inded me of M ount Shasta. 
TACK MEN VS. HORSES. 
T o-night I lie at M ishim a in the com­ 
fortable Sagami H otel, w here I am in 
doubt w hether to cross th e H akone Pass, 
w hich m ust be doue on foot or in a kayo 
[basket chair), or w hether to go around by 
A tam i along th e w ild coast. 
D ikichi, like 
most Japanese, 1 fear, is w hat is called 
slippery, and I have constant care to see 
th at he keeps to his contract. 
I th in k I 
shall m anage to get through w ithout being 
robbed of m ore th an $(>. 
I have reckoned 
up th e rate at which th is has been going 
on for th e last days and th in k ?G will m ake 
the total. 
It does no good to com plain, 
for one Ls sure to get tangled up in the 
verbs and have to say it is all right, and 
ask to be pardoned for doubting th e honesty 
of a hard-handed son of toil. 
I have often 
wished th at horses had th e intelligence of 
men, but I don’t now. 
I t Ls very comfort­ 
able to tell your horse w here to go aud to 
have him go there, and th en not only help 
vou out of your carriage, but bring in your 
luggage, dust your clothes and get his own 
dinner, but such a horse costs you m ore in 
“ squeezes” th an two footmen would. 
N o; 
I have changed m y m ind, and wish th at 
instead of a horse having th e intelligence 
of a m an th a t a m an w hen he takes a 
horse’s place between the shafts would also 
take a little o f th e horse’s honesty. 


SURROUNDED 
BY 
BEAUTIFUL SCENERY. 


M a r c h 29th.— I solved th e difficulty in 
w hich I was last n ig h t w ith, I th in k , the 
wisdom of a Solomon, for I divided forces 
and sent m y luggage in th e kuruma w ith 
D ickichi over th e A tam i pass, and came 
afoot through the H akone. 
T he road is 
paved and broad, bu t steep, and th e stones 
have been w orn to such a state of sm ooth­ 
ness th a t my boots could scarce find hold, 
though crowds of people w ith em pty crates 
on th e ir backs were going along easily, 
w earing th e usual straw sandals. 
The 
scenery became grander as I 
ascended, 
valleys and villages on everyside, and 
th e Í 3,000-feet altitu d e of Fujisan was 
front all points visible. 
A tw o-hours’ hard 
clim bing brought me to th e Pass and 
highest point of th e Tokaido— 3,000 feet 
nearly above th e valley— and th en [dung­ 
ing into th e d ep th of a solemn forest, I 
soon had glim pses betw een the dark trees 
of th e blue lake of H akone, alm ost indigo 
in its blueness, and finally th e whole lake 
lay before me, w onderfully placed, w ithout 
a ripple save these m ade by a tin y row lxjat 
pulling away from th e shore. 
On the veranda of th e H afuya hotel, for 
th e first tim e in a week, 1 sat upon a c h a ir; 
it was delightful to lapse again into E uro­ 
pean barbarism , and at a broad table drink 
my beer from a whole-souled, w ide-m outhed 
goblet. 
( >n th e right, b u ilt upon a small 
peninsula, Ls a huge, barn d ik e edifice of 
wood, ugly enough, hut so m uch superior 
to the usual Japanese m odern house as to 
a ttra c t a second lo o k ; it is a sum m er 
palace of H . I. M. 
I f it suits him I sup­ 
pose it is all rig h t, but it is certainly as 
great a blot upon nature as its owner is. 


ANOTHER RUGGED TRIP. 
F uji’s top ju st shows altove gray M i- 
kuni, but I cannot stay to enjoy it, for 
there are m ore m ountains to be crossed be­ 
fore night ought to be m et at Odaw ara. 
I 
intended to leave th e m ain road and strike 
off to M iyanoshita 
by th e 
A shinoyu 
Springs, but having been directed wrong, 
and intentionally so, I walked several 
m iles before I learned th e m istake at lla ta . 
A ragged w ood-cutter whom I spoke to 
told me th a t th ere was a narrow trail lead­ 
ing up to th e top of a high m ountain which 
rose before me threateningly. 
B ut I could 
see several w aterfalls pouring over its 
sides, and here and there broad fern- 
covered spots, so I knew there would be 
even m ore th an a far-reaching view to re­ 
pay a climb, and 1 started, after giving 
my stalw art but soedv inform er three cop­ 
per cents. 
H e told me th e trail would be 
difficult to follow, and I could not well tell 
where to take th e rig h t branch to M iyauo- 
shita, and he would go along and show me. 
1 offered him ten cents if lie would go far 
enough to point out th e turn, hut he re­ 
fused, saying it was not enough ; so I left 
him and w ent alone. Once in the Tyrolese 
A lps a [>oor m an guided me for ten m iles 
over a snow-covered 
pass, and 
refused 
my proffered rew ard of several florins, sav­ 
ing w ith honest pride th a t lie could do 
kindnesses to a stranger for th e pleasure. 
T he difference is very m arked between 
these two cases; th e Japanese refused to 
walk, one m ile only, for a good rew ard, 
w hile the T yrolese m ountaineer walked ten 
tim es th e distance and refused th e pay. 
E ach day of m y intercourse w ith these 
people dawns w ith a d ark er cloud upon 
ray first enthusiastic adm iration for th at 
superficial show, w hich I in ignorance took 
for kindliness. 
D espite th e w oodcutter’s 
predictions, 1 found no difficulty, as th e 
p ath , though steep and up th e face of a 
m ountain, was m ade of stone steps, w hich 
wound about 
zigzag w ith ever-pleasing 
views of wooded or volcanic, lava-covered 
hills. 
I 
passed 
several 
people going 
w earily along in chairs, and did not envy 
them th e ir 


CRAMPED AND DIZZY POSITIONS. 
N ear th e top I turned by a w ell-trodden 
path to th e rig h t and at last saw far below 
me th e picturesque h am let and springs of 
M iyanoshita. 
I buttoned up m y jacket 
and ran th e two m iles down h ill over 
rustic bridges, along canyon sides and past 
hundreds of p retty cascades embosomed 
in mosses and lu x u ria n t ferns. 
Ju s t tired 
enough to enjoy a rest, I found m yself at 
th a t m odel house, F u ji-y a. 
T ruly the 
scenery at M iyanoshita surpassed any 1 
saw th is day. 
A n easy descent to Yarnoto 
springs brought m e again to Tokaido, and 
thence a few m iles to O daw ara on th e 
G u lf of Sagam i brought me w ith in one 
day of th e end of m y journey. 


AT YOKOHAMA. 
M a r c h 30th— Leaving a t (5:30 a . m ., the 
distance of thirty-seven m iles was m ade 
hy 2:30 r. M., over a very dull road. 
T he 
police stopped me as my kuruma was ju st 
crossing th e last bridge and ordered the 
terrified D ikichi to p u t on more clothes, 
but the style and am ount of my clothing 
was evidently satisfactory for they ordered 
no changes in it. 
Y okoham a at last, th e 
best of all Jap an , w ith its hundreds of 
ship» anil steam ers com ing from all the 
world. 
I love to sit upon th e doorsteps of 
a country and watch these visitors coming 
and going. 
A gain th e hom e-like Club 
H otel, again m y pictures and m y books 
about me, and a hundred new and happy 
m em ories to he w ith m e forever.

A C lo a k o f G o ld F e a t h e r s —At the cor­ 
onation of K ing K alakaua in 18153, writes a 
correspondent from H onolulu, he wore the 
royal m antle of K am eham eha I., one of 
the m ost superb em blem s of royalty ever 
worn by K ing or K aiser. 
As m ay be sup­ 
posed, it is carefuily keDt at the palace. 
It 
is a sem i-circular cloak about four feet in 
length, covering an area of twenty-five 
square feet w hen spread out, and it is m ade 
of the sm all golden-hued feathers of the 
O-o. 
These feathers, each about th e size of 
one’s little finger nail, are fastened to a fine 
netw ork o f fiber, m ade from the bark of 
the olona, overlaying each other. T here 
are at least five thousand of these feathers 
used in the cloak ; there are b ut two taken 
from each bird, w hich have to be snared 
in th e dense woods, the feathers plucked 
and the birds released. 
It was a crim e to 
kill them . 
T he birds are by no m eans 
abundant, necessarily the value of the 
cloak is very great, and th e keeping of it an 
endless task. 
T he m antle is w orn o n l/ by 
the reigning sovereign. 
T here are shorter 
capes and cloaks worn by Alies or chiefs, 
th eir length being regulated by the rank of 
the wearer. 


T h e D e e p e s t W e l l in A m e r ic a .—Bold­ 
ing B rothers of Rockville, Mass., silk m an­ 
ufacturers, have a branch at N ortham pton, 
and about tw o years ago began sinking an 
artesian well there. 
It has now reached a 
depth of 3,440 feet. 
All but 200 feet of the 
baring has been through sandstone. T he 
N ortham pton H -rald says of the w o rk : 
" W hen the sandstone was first reached it 
was thought th at at a depth of 750 feet th at 
would be th e last of it. but w hen this depth 
had been attained and the sandstone still 
ontinued. it was then predicted th at by the 
tim e the drill had gone dow n 1,250 feet it 
w ould be through this stratum , but not 
so; and again another prediction was in 
order, and 1,509 feet was the depth nam ed.

FERTILIZERS. 


NATURE'S WAY OF ENRICHING, AND 


ITS LiBORATOKY. 


T he E lem en ts a n d B en efits o f Barn, 
yard M anu re—O ther F ertiliz­ 
e r s—R otation o f Crops. 


Follow ing are th e rem arks on the use 
and value ol fertilizers, by H on. J . H . 
Gregory, at a m eeting of th e M assachu­ 
setts F arm ers’ C lu b : 
Now, N ature’s way of m anuring is how, 
is w hat ? She drops her leaves, her twigs, 
her bark and her decaying vegetation an y ­ 
w here she pleases on the surface of the 
earth. 
These are decom posed, and the 
rocks below them are decomposed also by 
the action of the elem ents and all plant 
food is m ade in th at way7. 
W ell, now, 
if we are going back to N ature’s prim itive— 
original w ay—we m ust go a good way back 
of w here we are now . 
I speak of our 
present farm ing m ethods. 
E verything that 
is put on in the shape of m anures is differ­ 
ent from N ature’s way. It is artificial. W e 
do not drop things on th e surface of the 
earth to have them decom pose slowly, and 
to have them find the crops or not, just as 
it happens, but we apply m anures to the 
soil and w ork them in w ith harrow s and 
cultivators. 
W e p u t on so m uch for thi- 
crop aud so m uch for th at crop. 
W e say 
th at such ground is adapted to sucli a crop, 
and such to another. 
T hat is our way of 
farm ing and it is artificial. 
O ur way of 
m anuring is artificial. 
If our fertilizers 
are artificial, so is th e form of barnyard 
m anure. 
It is a departure from the n atu ­ 
ral way of feeding plants. 
If th e fertilizer 
m an is cornered in this way, he can tu rn 
around and show them th a t they are cor­ 
nered in the sam e m anner. 


BARNYARD MANURE AN ADVANCE STEF. 
Now the use of barnyard m anure is one 
step in advance of the natural m ethod. 
Decom position in it is carried further than 
it is by the natural m ethod. It is a quicker 
process and m ore concentrated than the 
n atural process, and p lan t feeding by fer­ 
tilizers is one m ore step in advance along 
the sanie line of progress. 
W hat are. the 
elem ents of barnyard m anure ? 
T he sam e 
as you find in these plants w hich nature 
m akes. 
B arnyard m anure is m ade by the 
anim als eating these plants, and in 'th a t 
m anure is found the elem ents of the plants. 
W hat are fertilizers? 
Fertilizers have in 
them the sam e elem ents th at barnyard m a­ 
nure has in it, only in a m ore concentrated 
form. 
B arnyard m anure, in turn, is m ore 
concentrated th at N ature’s way o f decom ­ 
posing th e various plants on th e surface of 
the earth. 


THE co w ’s STOMACH A LABORATORY. 
Now w e talk about fertilizers as being 
the product of the laboratory7 and an arti­ 
ficial thing. 
D id you ever th in k of a cow's 
stom ach as a laboratory? 
It is, and the 
digestive process is going on as if the food 
were in the laboratory. 
T he m anure is 
the product of chem ical processes, they are 
not m ore such products than is barnyard 
m anure, w hich lias passed through the lab­ 
oratory of th e cow. 
T here is a w onderful 
arrangem ent of th e digestive organs of 
cows, horses, sheep and oxen, and in them 
chem istry does its w ork. 
T he process is 
the sam e in Doth cases, only we have m ore 
bulk in case of the anim al product, and 
less bulk in case o f the fertilizers. 
T he 
difference is sim ply a m atter of bulk. A nd 
w hen you take into consideration the ele­ 
m ents in harnvard m anure, and the ele­ 
m ents in fertilizers, they are the sam e pre­ 
cisely. 
T he essential elem ents are the 
sam e in all their variety, b ut one is m erely 
m ore concentrated, and th at is all the dif­ 
ference there is iu them . 
Y ou can take 
barnyard m anure, and from it m anufact­ 
ure com m ercial fertilizer. 
It can all be 
changed by a sim ple process. 
You can get 
from the m anure nlrrogen and phosphoric 
acid and potash, as well as from the phos­ 
phate rock of South Carolina, or from the 
bones or flesh of anim als, or from any 
other source whatever. 


BONES AND FLESH. 
W hen you come to look a t it you find 
th at th e bones and flesh are m ade from the 
very sam e food th at m akes the m anure. 
In one case the m atter takes one form , and 
in th e other it takes another. 
T he com ­ 
m ercial fertilizer m anufacturer takes the 
bones and flesh of your anim als to get 
p lan t food from. 
W hat difference does it 
m ake to your plants w hether it comes 
from the anim al or from the fertilizer? 
T hey both com e from the sam e source. 
So, as a m atter o! reason, fertilizer and its 
use is on the sam e line of progress th at we 
w ere on when we advanced from N ature's 
way to the use of barnyard m anure. 
Now 
one great difference betw een barnyard m a­ 
nure and fertilizer, is that everything is 
available in the fertilizer lor the crop. How 
do you know w hat the crop needs? Y ou 
know by analyzing it. 
H ow do you know 
w hat a house is m ade of ? 
Y ou take the 
diflfereet parts and see. 
So you can see 
w hat your crop is m ade of. 


DIFFERENCE BETWEEN BARNYARD M A N URE 
AND FERTILIZERS. 
In using harnvard m an u re you find th at 
there is a difference betw een th at and fer­ 
tilizer in this respect, that it has the sam e 
elem ents as the fertilizer, but they are not 
in the sam e condition. 
Som e of the ele­ 
m ents are latent. 
T he nitrogen is alm ost 
w holly latent, and is not ready to be taken 
up until it undergoes som e changes. 
But 
nitrogen in the form of sulphate of am m o­ 
nia and nitrate of soda is all ready to be 
take up by the plants. 
F rom the fact that 
the nitrogen in the barnyard m anure is not 
ready to be taken up by the plants at first, 
and undergoes change slowly, you have got 
to p u t a good deal m ore on in order to give 
the p lant enough to take up. So there is 
leakage in barnyard m anure, because that 
elem ent is not in suitable form for the 
plants. 
It is not so w ith the potash and 
phosphoric acid, because the plants will 
im m ediately receive benefit from them . 
A m m onia, as soon as it gets free, leaches 
dow u into the soil and wastes in the 
drainage of the soil. 
Now, then, suppose a m an says th at he 
will let all the nitrogen go, th at he will put 
on phosphoric acid and potash, and if the 
plants don’t find it this year next year's 
crop w ill. T his is not the way th at you put 
money at interest. It would be like putting 
m oney into a bank w ithout getting any in ­ 
terest upon it for a year. 
You w ould not 
call th at a wise investm ent. 
You would 
w ant to get your interest on it from the 
tim e yon put in. 
Now. take th at as an 
illustration of the use ol fertilizers. The 
question comes, shall you apply fertilizer 
or barnyard m anure. You are not going to 
p ut on w hat will not be profitable. 
B ut if 
you p u t oa m anure you m u st let a great 
ileal of it lie over till next year, and thus 
lose a year’s interest. 
If you p u t on fertil­ 
izers it is not so. T he crop takes it up .he 
first year, and you can regulate th e food 
according to the plants. 


ROTATION OF CROPS. 
From this follows one result as a corol­ 
lary, an d th at is th at w here you use fertil­ 
izers, you do not need the system of ro ta­ 
tion of crops. 
I t strikes at the foundation 
of that. T here are certain chem ical changes 
in the soil by w hich certain kinds o f plant 
food are set free. 
The great reason for ro ­ 
tation is th at th e plants we put on one 
year take out certain elem ents and leave 
others. 
If we put on another crop th e sec­ 
ond year, it will rind som e of these others. 
So we go on for three or four years in rota­ 
tion. 
B ut w ith com m ercial fertilizers we 
pu t on w hat the crop needs and it takes it 
up at once. 
There is nothing left for an­ 
other crop. W e are not obliged to p ut in any­ 
thing for a second year. 
W e pu t in ju st 
w hat the crop w ants, and no t trouble ou r­ 
selves about any future crops. 


BARNYARD MANURE. 
Now. in regard to barnyard m anure, it 
strikes m e th at there is not too m uch em ­ 
phasis to be put upon th e fact th at you 
cannot get all the elem ents the first year. 
T he percentagp is about one-half per cent, 
of nitrogen, one-half per cent, of potash. 
You caunot alw ays find w hat the crop 
w ants of these elem ents w ithout giving it 
too m uch. Crops need different am ounts 
of food. 
It is not necessary to go the 
w hole length of th e Stockbridge theory in 
order to adm it this. Som e need m ore am ­ 
m onia, and som e m ore potash. 
I use the 
words am m onia and nitrogen interchange­ 
ably. 
They are about the sam e thing, ex­ 
cept th a t am m onia has one-half p ercen t, 
of nitrogen, so th at in am m onia there is 
ene-fifth m ore of plant food than there is to 
be obtained in nitrogen. Therefore I say 
that, if you w ant to teed a crop a great deal 
of nitrogen, you m ust pnt on a great deal 
m ore phosphoric arid and potash in barn 
m anure th an you w ant in order to get 
enough of potash. 
T here is one weakness 
in the barnyard m anure. 
You have to get 
a great deal inore of one elem ent in order 
to get enough of another. 
It would be like 
ordering the sam e proportions of m aterials 
for building different kinds o f houses. 
It 
would be like having so m any boards and 
bricks to build a wooden house, w here you 
w ant the bricks for nothing bu t chim neys 
»■. for a brick house. 
T he wise m an will 
see th at h e has bricks and beards for each 


house according to h is needs. 
T h at is the 
p rin c’p leo f fertilizers. Y ou give the plants 
th e elem ents they w ant, ju st as a m an 
w ould adapt his quaniily of bricks and 
boards to the different houses. 
H e would 
give few bricks to the house w here they 
were w anted only for a chim ney, and m ake 
his supply of boards large in proportion. 
So m uch for a few general rem arks. 
1 have m ade th is subject 
som ew hat 
prom inent, because I am m yself using a 
great m any tons of fertilizers yearly. 
Peo­ 
ple come to see me, as I should go to them 
in like case, to ask this question and th at 
question, aud to have m e m ake suggestions 
as to th eir use. 
I find th at a good m any 
have not got beyond the idea that a fertil­ 
izer is a stim ulus, and that it is an artificial 
food anyw ay, an unnatural food, a costly 
food, a fancy food, a purely sentim ental 
food, born iu the laboratory. 
So they treat 
it not as a real practical thing, som ething 
th at is natural in the progressive develop­ 
m ent of agriculture, but as an exotic, a 
w him and caprice, that theorists are en ­ 
deavoring to engraft on th e healthy, old- 
fashioned, stable m anure, in addition to 
other things w hich the theorists talk about, 
bu t will not be of any practical benefit, 
w hich have got to have th eir ru n , but 
w hich will not pay to have very m uch to 
do w ith. 
T hey do not th in k th at they are 
a real benefit to agriculture in th e sam e 
way th at m anure is of advantage to crops.

T he shoe factory of A ra Cushm an & Co., 
in the city of A uburn, Me., is one of the 
largest iu New E n g lan d .n o less th an seven 
hundred m en, wom en and children being 
em ployed throughout th e year. 
T here are 
several partners in the business, all of 
w hom ar.; actively at work upon the 
ground, and by thorough acquaintance 
w ith all the details of this m ost im portant 
industry, they have established a valuable 
p lan t in a oom ruum ty w here th e m an u ­ 
facture of shoes has been pre-em inently 
th e m ost extensive business of the town. 
T he head of the firm, A ra Cushm an, en­ 
joys the esteem and confidence not only of 
his employes, but o f his fellow -w orkm en 
generally, and is actively identified with 
th e social, business and intellectual con­ 
cerns ot the city w here the venture of his 
youth lias grown to the large proportions 
indicated. 
H e is a m an of generous im ­ 
pulses, a wide reader and a careful student 
of econom ic problem s, a useful m em ber of 
the church, of hospitable nature and cor­ 
dial m anner, and iu the conduct of the in ­ 
dustry w hich bears his nam e there has a l­ 
ways been less of friction between m aster 
and m en th an in m any other shoe factories 
of New England. 
One year ago, on the 
27th of M arch, 1886, his operatives assem ­ 
bled in a public hall to listen to a carefully 
prepared address from Mr. C ushm an, in 
w hich he proposed 


A PLAN OF PROFIT SHARING 
F o r th e ensuing year on th e following 
b a sis: 
A fair am ount to be allow ed for 
interest on capital invested, m anagem ent 
of the business, and for risks, depreciation 
and othex contingencies; if then any profit 
rem ained it was to be divided betw een em ­ 
ployers and th eir help in the proportion 
th at labor bears to th e rest of th e cost ot 
goods. T he control of the business w as to 
rem ain in th eh a n d s of the firm , w hile three 
of the em ployes were to be selected as rep­ 
resentatives w ith w hom th e firm m ight 
arrange the details of th e plan, and who 
were to be sufficiently inform ed in regard 
to th e condition and results of business, so 
th at at the end of th e year they could 
report w hether th e conditions agreed upon 
had been faithfully carried out. 
It is need­ 
less to rem ark th at Mr. C ushm an’s proposi­ 
tion was received w ith varying degrees of 
favor. 
M any were pronounced in its su p ­ 
port; som e were doubtful of its expediency; 
others of the em ployes looked upon it w ith 
suspicion. 
T he general public, 
unac­ 
quainted w ith co-operative enterprises in 
either Lew iston or A uburn, tw in sisters 
geographically, b ut of w idely contrasted 
industrial activities, held aloof either from 
approval or condem nation. 
It was not 
generally believed th at the plan would be 
a striking suecess at the close of the first 
year, and of late, as the tim e drew near for 
the announcem ent of its w orking, som e of 
the operatives, utterly faithless, sold their 
rig h t to dividends for sum s th at were 
m erely nom inal. 


WHAT IS THE RESCLT ? 
F riday evening, A pril 29th, th e em ­ 
ployees, betw een 700 and 800 in num ber, 
m et in A uburn H all, w here they had gath­ 
ered b ut little m ore than one year ago, in a 
quiver of excitem ent to hear the returns of 
their em ployers and to listen to the report 
of their own com m ittee. T he first speaker, 
a representative m echanic, and one of the 
num ber appointed to see that conditions 
stipulated at the beginning of the year had 
been observed, began his address by re­ 
buking the incredulity and suspicion w ith 
w hich m any received the proposition of 
th e firm ; and he continued by advising 
his fellow -w orkm en th at only confidence 
and 
good-will tow ard th eir 
em ployers 
could m ake profit-sharing a still grander 
success during th e year upon w hich they 
had entered. 
On behalf of th e com m ittee 
the speaker then announced that, in addi­ 
tion to wages received, fully as high as the 
m arket rate w ould allow, th e firm had de­ 
clared 


A DIVIDEND OF FOUR PF.R CENT. 
In stan tly vociferous cheers, oft repeated, 
shook th e hall, and handkerchiefs fluttered 
in the air, exclam ations of delight were 
everyw here heard, w hile from th e center 
of the hall popped up a gray-haired m an, 
w ho shouted, “ T hree cheers m ore for A ra 
C ushm an !” 
The scene was indescribable, 
and only w hen the enthusiasm had som e­ 
w hat abated could the speaker proceed to 
stale som e interesting facts, am ong w hich 
are the follow ing: T he business of the year 
had reached the sum o f $1,269,262; there 
was paid out fcr labor alo ve $288,244 67, 
and of this am ount th e em ployes received 
each week the earnings of the previous 
week ; th e dividend disbursed am ong m en, 
w om en and children reached a total of 
nearly $12,000, in a business larger than 
that of any previous year by m ore than 
$150,000. 
It was then declared by th eir 
representative th at in all probability 


THE DIVIDEND MIGHT HAVE BEEN LAEGF.R, 
If only the operatives had learned to be 
m ore careful anil econom ical in the use of 
m aterials, and he-assertni that he had seen 
ten cents’ w orth of value wasted in a single 
day. 
In closing, all present were advised 
not to be governed by the passions and pre­ 
judices of ill-inform ed agitators, but to be 
loyal to the business and their employers, 
as the only m eans of securing future pros­ 
perity. 
A s an appeal to w orkingm en by 
w orkingm en, the report of the com m ittee 
was adm irable for its candor, comnion- 
sense and know ledge of perils still beset­ 
ting the enterprise so happily inaugurated. 
Mr. C ushm an was then most enthusiasti­ 
cally welcom ed by the audience, to whom 
he talked for m ore th an h alf an hour on 
the present industrial situation, bringing 
hom e to the average understanding m any 
of the plainest economic tru th s overlooked 
in m uch of th e current labor literature. It 
m ay be said, in general, of this successful 
experim ent in profit-sharing, th at it 


PROVES THE SOUNDNESS AND PRACTICALITY 
OF THE PRINCIPLE 
U nder given conditions. 
In a well-cstab- 
lisbed business, conducted by m en trained 
to m anagem ent, w here w orking people are 
w illing to depute to chosen and capable 
representatives of th eir own class the cus­ 
tody of their interests, w ithout an itching 
desire to exam ine the books every day for 
them selves, profit-sharing is w holly feas­ 
ible. 
And, as in the present case, every 
year of success is an additional tie that 
binds em ployer aud employe m ore closely 
together. 
Again, as this com m ittee asserts, 
“ a constant effort on the part of the em ­ 
ploye to do his work or her work as if they 
were doing it for them selves, and an effort 
to im bue others w ith the sam e spirit, will 
bring th e dividend.” 
A nd by developing 
such a spirit of fraternity betw een the em ­ 
ployer and his helpers as follows the lin k ­ 
ing together of interests, the chance of 
trouble and dissatisfaction is reduced to a 
m inim um w hen a year of business depres­ 
sion arrives, in w hich no dividend can be 
declared. 
BETTER PAY DESIEVBLE. 
It is not declared, either by Mr. Cushm an 
or the com m ittee, th at the condition of 
wage-earners or em ployers is as good as it 
ought to be, o r m ight be. T he com m ittee 
fiankly says, “ W e all w ant m ore pay, and 
if we can get it elsew here we are not doing 
our duty to ourselves or fam ilies by w ork­ 
ing for Asa C ushm an it Co. at a sacrifice.” 
Mr. C ushm an holds th at the percentage of 
profit accruing to th e m anufacturer has 
sensibly dim inished in th e last forty years. 
B ut w hen capital and labor are at w ar the 
chance of m utual gain is still further cur­ 
tailed. 
Therefore, profit-sharing, by stim ­ 
ulatin g th e industry of the laborer and 
quickening the business foresight ot the 
capitalist, tends to advance the ratio of 
profit, either in wage or dividend. 
A nd it 
is th e m utual and intelligent recognition of 
these and other facts w hich has m ade the 
experim ent described a notew orthy one in 
the historv of co-operative industry.— 
Christian Union.

A BASEBALL’S 
MAKE-UP. 


C u ttin g I n to th e S p h e r e 7* C ore to G et a t 
I ts T ru e In w a rd n e ss. 
“ T here,” said P resident Spaulding, on 
W ednesday afternoon, holding in one hand 
a w hite sphere, “ you behold the baseball 
in all its glory. 
Tell you how a baseball is 
m ade? C ertainly. Let m e take your knife 
till I cut this ball m halves. 
H ere you 
have th e inside of a baseball. 
In th e cen­ 
ter you see th e core. 
T h at is w hat gives 
the ball its elasticity ; th a t is w hat m akes 
it bound, either from a bat or from the 
turf. 
It is by the core th at we regulate a 
b all’s liveliness. 
Previous to 1866 the base­ 
ball h ad a core 21 inches in diam eter of 
this P ara or pure rubber. You can im agine 
how lively a ball th at would m ake. 
T his 
core is only 1 inch in diam eter, and see— 
w hen I toss it on the floor it bounds alm ost 
to the ceiling. 
It was w ith a ball contain­ 
ing 21 ounces ot pure rubber th at we 
youngsters o f Rockford used 
to 
m ake 
50, 75, or 
even 100 runs 
in a game. 
In a gam e 
against 
a 
club 
a t H a r­ 
vard in 
1869 we m ade 
110 runs, and 
our average for the season was alm ost 50 
runs to the game. 
W hen the cham pions 
knocked out 50 runs at the Park last Satur­ 
day, playing against th e Evanstons. I was 
rem inded ol the old days w hen the ‘ lively’ 
ball was in use. 
T h at ball served a good 
purpose. 
It developed fielding, and as 
fielding developed the gam e m anagers be­ 
gan deadening the ball. 
F rom ’68 to ’74 
the ball kept grow ing deader and deader, 
u n til in the latter year th e extrem e was 
reached, the core of "the ball being m erely 
a piece of vulcanized rubber, possessing 
little m ore elasticity than a piece of wood. 
It was alm ost im possible to bat such a ball 
out of the diam ond, and I guess if this dead 
ball had been kept in use th e gam e itself 
would have been pretty near dead. People 
like batting and fielding, and it isa m istake 
to use a sluggish ball. 
W hen th e League 
cam e into pow er th e ball was gradually 
m ade livelier, and tbis ball is a very happy 
m edium betw een the tw o extrem es. ‘ 
“ League balls are all m ade by hand. 
R ound the rubber core w orkm en wrap 
woolen yarn, draw ing the threads tight 
and distributing them evenly over the su r­ 
face. 
Near the cente.' cover you perceive 
a thin layer of w hite stuff. 
T h at is a coat 
of cem ent pmt on the ball by dipping. 
It 
serves to hold th e yarn firm ly in place and 
to preserve the ball’s spheridity under all 
circum stances. 
T he cem ent m akes the ball 
so firm th at it could be used w ithout m uch 
danger of destruction even before the cover 
is pu t on. B ut alter the cem ent conies m ore 
woolen yarn, and then a few strands of 
cotton thread are w ound round the whole 
to m ake the surface sm ooth. 
F in ally the 
cover is pu t on. T his is m ade of carefully- 
selected horse-hide, strongly sewn w ith 
linen thread. 
T his is all done by hand, 
and so well done th at league balls rarely 
rip unless they come in contact w ith a 
wall or fence or som e other sharp-pointed 
object. 
As you m ay know , baseballs are 
subjected to pretty hard usage, b u t they 
stand the test rem arkably well. 
T he cover 
of a ball is composed of two pieces ot 
identical shape and size.” 
“A good m any baseballs used in a year, 
e h ? ” 
“Yes, m illions of them , I guess. 
T here 
are seven or eight iactories in the U nited 
States. Ju st how m any balls they tu rn out 
in a year one could hardly guess. 
T he 
League uses about 2,000 balls in a year.” 
Every spectator at a baseball gam e has 
seen th e um pire tear open a square box, 
take a ball therefrom and toss th e latter to 
the pitcher th en in the box. 
Every base­ 
ball used in a League gam e m ust be of­ 
ficially sealed by th e Secretary of the 
League, and th e box m ust bear his signa­ 
ture. 
Before taking a ball o ut of th e box 
the um pire is required to see th at the sig­ 
nature and seal are all right. M oreover, he 
m ust glance at th e ball itself, and unless 
he finds Secretary Nick Y oung's nam e 
w ritten on the horse-hide cover he cannot 
p ut the ball in to “ play.”— Chicago Herald.

He says: ‘‘I would not consent to with­ 
draw or modify in any way my bill for the 
reorganization of tiie army, nor my plan 
for a partial mobilization the coming au­ 
tumn ; nor would I consent to a reduction 
of the war budget by a single centime. 
Then there are certain men whom I would 
never consent to he in the same Cabinet 
with.” 
DE FREYCINET DECLINES THK TASK. 
Paris, May 20th.—De Freycinet went to 
the Elyse Palace at 1 o’clock this afternoon, 
and informed President Grevy that after a 
thorough consideration of the situation, 
he had conie to the conclusion there was 
no satisfactory prospects in being able to 
form a cabinet that would endure.

P runing the G rate V ines.—The Ger­ 
mantown TiJnjraph says that as a rule the 
pruning of the grape should he very largely 
done in the fall, soon after the foliage has 
been dropped, but not to i's full extent. 
There are different systems ot pruning and 
each has its advocate. On some accounts 
that system which confines the vine most 
nearly to the ground is very much to be 
preferred. For thfs reason the horizontal 
arm system, which confines the shoots to 
within a few feet of the ground, seems to 
possess decided advantages, first because it 
requires iess vines per acre; it saves time 
in laying; it prevents anything from grow­ 
ing underneath the vines. Admits of a free 
c rculation of air. a sure preventive of 
disease; the fruit ripens mare uniformly; 
it is more conveniently harvested; "i: 
makes a symmetrical and properly propor­ 
tioned vine. In this system the pruning 
is severe, and if it ig done in the fell, should 
not be complete, by two or three buds; 
that is, cut off at a paint within two o- 
three buds of the desired point and leave 
the end until eariy spring when the process 
should bo completed by cljnnjjjg off the r< • 
gaining buds,

The People Left D estitute—Brutal 
Strikers—Railroad Traffic In­ 
quiry—Baldw in AVins Again.

SECTION FO I'R . 
A Southern Pacttle Official B efore tho 
In terstate Com m ission. 
W ashington, May 20th.—J. C. Stubbs, 
General Traffic Manager of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, was the first witness be­ 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and was examined by Tweed, counsel for 
the railroad. In support of the application 
to have the temporary order suspending 
the operation of Section 4 of the law made 
permanent, having referred to the traffic 
over the Central Pacific, the Chairman in­ 
quired how it happened that the witness 
had anything to do with the Central Pa- 
bilfc. He replied that the Central Pacific 
was a leased line, operated as far as Ogden 
by the Southern Pacific. The witness said 
that beginning in February, 1880, there 
had been a virulent, hitter war of rates be­ 
tween the Pacific roads, lasting up to the 
date of passing the law. When the law 
passed the Southern Pacific had readjusted 
its rates, diminishing them in many cases, 
increasing them in no instance. The com­ 
petition to be met by the Pacific roads was 
of three kinds—sailing vessels around Cape 
Horn, the Pacific Mail route, and the Cana­ 
dian Pacific. To bring all of its traffic 
down to the level of competing rates would 
simply end in the bankruptcy of the rail­ 
road company, that was evident, as an av­ 
erage of one-half cent per mile would 
probably meet the expense of transporta­ 
tion between San Francisco and the Mis­ 
souri river. It had paid to convey sugar 
East at this rate, as it avoided the neces­ 
sity of having to haul empty cars from the 
West to the East. This rate was much 
lower than that made by the Canadian Pa­ 
cific, Pacific Mail and clipper ships, but the 
real injury inflicted by the Act had scarcely 
had time to develop. If it were enforced, 
the effect would be to cause the roads to 
lose more by the reduction of interstate 
traffic than the gross earnings amouuted to 
on all the through traffic. 
The Chairman questioned the witness at 
some length to learn his reason for fearing 
Canadian Pacific competition. Stubbs had 
acknowledged that its line was very much 
longer than the transcontinental lines in 
the United States, then how could it make 
a profit? He wished to see if the witness 
was not reasoning as did persons who sup­ 
ported the long and short haul clause. 
Mr. Stubbs did not know how much of 
the rates the steamship lines received or 
how much was left for the Canadian Pa­ 
cific. It was a matter of public knowl­ 
edge that the latter did not have business 
enough to make a trainload daily; still 
thejr were obliged to run trains, and it 
would cost no more to haul them loaded 
than empty, so they could take freight at 
rates sufficient to pay for putting it on anil 
off the cars. 
They liad had a sixty 
cent rate between San Francisco and 
St. 
Paul. 
Illustrating 
the 
effect 
of clipper ship competition, witness 
said 
that 
barley 
was carried 
by 
water from San Francisco to New York, 
and shipped back to Chicago. The South­ 
ern Pacific charged high local rates on pro­ 
duce from San Francisco to Nevada points 
for tlie purpose of encouraging local agri­ 
cultural interests in Nevada, which would 
otherwise have been crushed. In explana­ 
tion of the fifty-cent sugar rate from San 
Francisco to the Missouri river, Stubbs said 
it was a question of markets, as well as 
transportation competition, and if they 
could have Hawaiian raw sugar refined iii 
San Francisco and distributed from that 
point, instead of letting it go by way of 
New York, it would be beneficial for the 
roads, for it would develop other traffic in 
which they were interested. 
Chairman—"Having the purpose in 
view, as its leading object, of building up 
manufactories at San Fiancisco ?” 
Witness—" And railroads.” Continuing, 
he said: “ The roads found they must 
adopt fifty cent rates on raw sugar.” 
“ Why must ?” inquired the Chairman. 
Witness explained that the producers 
could not pay more. 
“ Hawaiian producers?” asked Commis­ 
sioner Schoonmaker. “ Are they Ameri­ 
can, or German, or English?” 
Witness—“ I suppose the idea is to show 
that it is Claus Spreckels. That is a mis­ 
take. He does not control it. There are 
several producers, but I cannot tell you 
who they are.” As to California wine,’the 
witness did not think there was any truth 
in the complaint referred to by the Chair­ 
man, that it was brought East at a rate less 
than the cost of transportado». Stubbs ex­ 
plained at great length the method of ad­ 
justing local rates, as practiced before the 
passage of the law, and endeavored to 
show liow the law operated to disturb that 
practice. He denied that in making the new 
tariff’ under the law this company adopted 
the highest local rate or the through rate. 
Witness said the distance over tlie Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific (tlie shortest 
line between San Francisco and the Mis­ 
souri river) was 1,915 miles. 
Morrison wished to know how far San 
Francisco sugar would have to travel over 
the Canadian Pacific to reach Omaha. 
A f ter some calculations witness estimated 
tlie distance to be 3,300 miles. Sugar, he 
said, has gone over the long route at 65 
cents per hundred, although' his svstem 
offered to take it at 75 cents over the shorter 
route. He saw no reason why the Western 
roads should not be permitted to make as 
low rates as Eastern roads to the Missouri 
river. This, he thought, a sufficient an­ 
swer to the complaint of Eastern sugar re­ 
finers. They could not get their sugar into 
the Western territory. 
Commissioner Walker asked witness 
what answer he could make to the charge 
made that by their systems of rates the 
transcontinental fines prevented the growth 
of any manufacturing interests on the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
Witness said that rates had never been 
made iu the interest of any manufacturing 
interests. They resulted simply from com­ 
petition. Business must go. He would 
not admit that the system of rates tended 
to prevent any development of local manu­ 
factures. 
Commissioner Walker—"Do you con­ 
sider the interests of any particular manu­ 
facturing interests, or do you look out for 
number one?” 
Witness—“ So far as my relation to the 
company is concerned, I look out for its 
interests, but I think an enlightened, un­ 
selfish view of the case would require the 
company to care for the interests along its 
line?’ 
Commissioner Walker referred to the 
complaint alleged to have been made by 
California wool-growers, and asked if it 
were possible for them to ship through to 
New York. 
Witness replied that the general policy 
of Iiis company had been to admit com­ 
petition only so far as it exists. He meant 
that from interior points in California they 
never made a through rate. Rather than 
do so it would be better to give up the 
business. THR ORDER ENLARGED. 
W ashington, May 20tli.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has enlarged the 
Suspensory order in the case of the Union 
Pacific and .Southern Pacific Railroads, so 
as to include the Denver and Rio Grande 
Company.

Condition of the H op Yines in N ew Yorlt 
State. 
New Y ork. May 20th.—[Special.]—The 
sale was reported to-day of a very choice 
lot, 100 bales, of 1886 Pacifies, at Í8 cents 
cash. Aside from this there were onlv 
moderate transactions in domestics. For­ 
eign hops came to notice. These small 
trades are at comparatively full prices. 
Choice Californians are said to have brought 
201,1.21, ordinary to grades. It is difficult 
to move them at much over 15 cenis. 
The quotations for American bops are : 
New Yotk State, 1886. best, 15(020; same, 
common to good, lfffu. 17 ; s3nie7l8o5, best.

Coopers town, N. Y., reports as f. ¡¡lows: 
The vine is growing rapidly, end tying is 
in progress, while many yards have been 
finished for the first time. The vine is from 
three to four feet high. Complaints of lice 
are plenty. There w no stir in the market, 
and co local indications can be made 
Professor Theodore PerzaDde, A«sistant 
Entomologist in the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, was in town on Satur­ 
day. He examine-1 che hop yards with a 
view of ascertaining the prevalence of hop 
lie. He states that the insects already 
found on the hop vines are not hop lice, 
but an insect called thysanura; that hop 
Jiff sre propagated OP ¡ilam tr#c?, tsr eggs 


being laid in the fall, and hatching out in 
the spring in wing form. Parasites that 
prey upon the liop-louse are said to be very 
plenty this year. 
Waterville, N. Y., advices say : There is 
nothing doing in the market here. All are 
intent on the condition of the hop crop. 
One source of information states that there 
will be just as many acres of hops this year 
as last, and that the vines are doing well. 
Another brings the information that many 
acres are being plowed up, and that the 
outlook is very discouraging. 
Near Clockville and Stockbridge Yalley 
the pest of last year is announced. 
In the vicinity of Waterville careful in­ 
quiry fails to find any persons who have 
discovered lice in their yards. A large 
hopgrower here, when told that lice were 
reported in neighboring towns, said lie did 
not think they were genuine hop-lice. 
The vines hereabouts are growing rapidly 
and are now two and one-half to three feet 
high. Growers are very busy tying, and 
report that they can’t do it fast enough. 
Some say they never saw vines so high at 
this time of the year. The increase in 
acreage in this vicinity is estimated by care­ 
ful men to be from 20 to 25 per cent. 


A SEA OF FLAM E. 
M ichigan’» F orest F ires—The Town of 
L ake L inden D estroyed. 
M a r q u e t t e , May 20th.—The forest fires 
all over the peninsula have burned fiercely 
all day, and the towns and settlements 
near the woods have been in great danger. 
The new State Prison building here was 
surrounded by fire all day. Fifty men 
were kept at work fighting'the lire'. This 
evening the buildings are reported out of 
danger. In many localities along the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern Railway people liv­ 
ing near the track have left their houses 
and camped on the right of way. 
LAKE LINDEN SWEPT BY THE FLAMES. 
H oughton (Mich.), May 20th—5:50 r. m. 
—The fire at Lake Linden is now under 
control. The flames were first noticed 
issuing from the second-story of Numan 
it Trelease’s general merchandise store. 
Everything was as dry as tinder, and de­ 
spite the heroic efforts of the firemen and 
citizens the spread of the flames was very 
rapid. In less than two hours after the 
first alarm the entire business portion of 
the town, from the starting-point of the 
fire to the public school-house building, was 
in ashes. Every saloon but one, and every 
store structure, except that occupied by W. 
Weber A Co. as a mcat-niarket was de­ 
stroyed. Tlie loss is terrible on the Lake 
Linden people. 
Mr¡». Langtry Sued. 
D etroit, May 20th.—Suits of attachment 
against Mrs. Lily Langtry have been issued 
here, as a beginning of actions brought by 
theatrical managers at Bay City, East Sag­ 
inaw, Muskegon and Grand Rapids. The 
Lily liad engagements at all the points, 
which she canceled, and it claimed injured 
the business, as it worked a direct and 
heavy loss to the managers. In each case 
$1,000 is claimed as damages. 
The oflicer into whose hands the papers 
were placed visited Mrs. Langtry's car, but 
she was asleep, and tlie papers were not 
served. The plan was to levy upon the val­ 
uable articles of dress and finery carried by 
Mrs. Langtry in her private car, the “ May­ 
flower.” 
When she awoke tlie whole matter was 
temporarily arranged by the actress giving 
bonds to appear here in the suits when the 
cases are called. 
A B rutal l ’iec’e o f Business. 
P ittsburg, May 20th.—A seriou3 phase 
in the coke strike at Everson developed 
this morning, when a mob of 300 negroes 
and Hungarian miners, armed with blud­ 
geons, suddenly appeared in the coke yard 
at the Jimtown works of Colonel Shoe­ 
maker, without warning. They made a 
savage attack on the men engaged in draw­ 
ing out the coke from the ovens, and such 
laborers as could not escape were cruelly 
beaten, one man being so badly kicked 
that his life is despaired of. Having de­ 
stroyed all movable property, the r.oters 
then marched to the works of James Coch­ 
ran A Sons, and destroyed the property 
there. The total destruction of property 
will probably amount to over $56,000. 
Ingersoll and Russian Extradition.

General J. L. Selfridge shot and killed him­ 
self yesterday within a few steps of his resi­ 
dence. He was despondent on account of 
his sufferings from an incurable disease of 
the kidneys.

K ingston (Ont.), May 20th.—At Ottawa 
this morning editor William O’Brien paid 
a visit to the University, where he received 
an ovation, and an address was presented 
from the students. Mr. O'Brien replied in a 
pleasing and flattering vein. The party then 
drove to the railroad station to catch the 
12:35 p. m. train tor Kingston, where it was 
said that the Orangemen were arranging 
to give another warm reception to the 
party. NO TROUBLE AT THE DEPOT. 
K ingston, May 20th.—In the same car 
with O’Brien were Lady Macdonald, wife 
of the Canadian Prem ier; E. Crow Baker, 
M. P., of British Columbia, and Sir 
Leonard Tilley, Lieutenant-Governor of 
New Brunswick. Fifty miles out from 
here the Kingston Reception Committee 
met the train and returned here with the 
Iiarty. As the train slowed up at the 
station it was seen that a large crowd 
was assembled there. As Mr. O’Brien 
stepped out of the car he was in the much- 
talked-of Kingston, the “Derry of Canada,” 
as it is called. Kingston has a population 
of 15,000, of whom 5,000 are .Catholics. 
There are only eight policemen, and all oi 
them, in command of Chief Horsey, were 
in waiting. To the surprise of Mr. O’Brien 
and party, not a dissentient voice was 
heard in the storm of cheers which arose 
as the agitator entered his carriage. 
MORE RIOTOUS PROCEEDINGS. 
The party was driven to the Burnett 
House, where a crowd assembled ami 
cheered the editor. Battery A, Dominion 
Regular Artillery Corps,and the Fourteenth 
(Princeof Wales' Own) Rifles were held iu 
their armories for emergencies, besides a 
large number of special constables, to aid 
the ordinary police force. Arriving at the 
Skating Rink, where the meeting was held, 
crowds of O’Brien sympathizers were found 
gathered around the building. Policemen 
armed with revolvers moved up and down 
and forbade anybody to block up the en­ 
trance to the hall. 
O’Brien, in his opening remarks, won at 
once the Ulster Protestants who were list­ 
ening, and who form a large section of the 
population, when he asserted that the 
Orange farmers in the north of Ireland 
were as much oppressed as the Catholic 
farmers, and Lord Lansdowne was cham­ 
pioning the cause of those despotic land­ 
lords who were causing this oppression. 
“ My mission,” he exclaimed, " is not to 
stir up strife, but to blend the orange and 
the green.” This sentiment at once won 
over tlie descendent Ulster farmers. They 
cheered as heartily as anybixly else. Again, 
when he said: “ We will so humiliate 
Lord Lansdowne in exposing his murder­ 
ous policy in Ireland as to make Orange­ 
men, as well as Nationalists, at least be­ 
lieve there is onlvone Lord—He who rules 
above the cedars and the stars.” 
Among other things, O'Brien said: “ I 
believe the few misunderstandings which 
have arisen between Protestant and Catho­ 
lic Irishmen can very soon pass away.” 
The unexpected and 
SOMEWHAT OMINOUS CALM 
Was now for the first time broken at 9:30 
o'clock, when Dennis Kilbride began his 
statement. Then the first noise was heard 
outside the hall, where several hundred men 
and hoys had collected, crying " God save 
the Queen !” and groaning for O’Brien. 
Every clieer which went up inside the hall 
was answered by a loud roar and an angry 
response from without. The crowd outside 
was now swollen to enormous proportions. 
The meeting was brought to an end by a 
few remarks from the Chairman, who told 
tlie audience to go home peaceably. Then 
the people started out, O’Brien 'being in 
the rear. Thinking this to be too remark­ 
able. O’Brien’s friends hurried him to the 
front. He stepped on tiie sidewalk, wear­ 
ing his usual tall hat.

M. Wall, of the Asso­ 
ciated Press, caught up with O'Brien 
just on the stoop leading to the house of 
John Newman, a Protestant, on Medway 
street. Tlie doors were opened just asa 
shower of missies came across the street. 
The crowd surged and Wall and Kellog.-r 
were flung to the ground and O'Brien dis­ 
appeared, evidently into Newman’s house. 
The door was barred tightly. The press 
c irrespondents rushed around through the 
vinegar works on Ontario street lor the 
purpose of getting into the house by the 
back en rance. The mob, however, inter 
eepted tlietu, and they had to Hy for their 
lives. The mob next rushed to the Bur­ 
nett House, thinking O’Brien was there, 
shouting, “ To licll with home rule!” 
"K ill him!” Although O'Brien was not 
there they fired valleys of stones at the 
windows, and then groaned and yelled to 
their hearts' content. Wall, the wounded 
corresponden', attempted to pass the front 
of tin: hotel ou his way to the telegraph- 
office, but the Orangemen went for him 
with a rush. He escaped down a side 
street, however. The Canadian Freeman 
au Irish-Catholic organ, was wrecked. 
OBRIEN SAFE AT LAST. 
Two hours had now elapsed since the 
firat attack was made, and nobody knew 
where O’Brien was. but lie was soon dis­ 
covered. Peter Devlin dole down to Chief 
of Police Horsey, and said, *• O’Brien is 
safe with me.” Chief Horsey, with Mayor 
Carson and six policemen ihcn went to 
Devlin’s house, and brought O’Brien to the 
Burnett House.
